events their right light in history, and the 
truth comes only after slow process of 
percolation through the decades. The true 
history of the south has never been writ- 
ten. Malicfous representations of the s0- 
cial conditions prior to the war in gar- 
bled fiction and milk and water history 
have been broadcasted in every section, 
and even the bovks placed im southern 
schools are saturated with venemous in- 
jections of doctrines against the true sentl- 
ment of the section. The relations which

The Poet Chivers and His Life. 

The question of the similarity of style 
batween Poe and Thomas Holley Chivers 
is still fruitful of much information of the 
life of the Georgia poet. 

Here is a sketch of Chivers given in the 
current Munsey’s which will be of special 
interest:

ate of Y&le is erroneous, ‘He cared only 
for the scientific cult of his profession,’ 
Mr. Adams says, ‘though to the day of his 
death he never failed to serve gratis those 
too poor to hire a doctor. After a few 
years’ practice he chose literature as an 
occupation, and having always abundant 
means for his solitary and temperate life, 
he lived and died in the pride of his intel- 
lectuality. He despised all mere pretense 
toward scholarship. Among ordinary peo- 
ple he was a most “unclubbable” man, but 
among his equals he was a charming com- 
panion.’ 

“His correspondence discloses the fact 
that he was held in high esteem, and that 
he was an authority on a wide range of 
subjects, particularly the Hebrew language 
and literature. Many of these letters, now 
in the possession of Mr. Adams, were 
written by men of note to Chivers, and 
among them is one by Poe himself, pa- 
thetic with lament, mentioning the Stylus, 
which he intended to start and of which 
so much has. been written. In this Poe 
says: ‘Please lend me $3 for three months 
—I am so poor and friendless I am half 
uistracted; but I shall be all right when 
you and I start our magazine.’ (It was $500 
for which Poe had asked Halleck when he 
started The Broadway Journal.) 

“At the age of twenty-five Chivers went 
north to live, shortly afterwards marrying 
Miss Harriet Hunt, who is described as 
having been a woman of great beauty. 
Feur children were born to them, The 
tragical fact is mentioned: that these chil- 
dren were all carried off by a_ virulent 
form of typhoid fever while the family was 
staying at Digby Manor. A son and twu 
daughters were afterwards born and grew 
up. When the son died, his four children 
were adopted by his second sister, Mrs. 
Isabel Brown, now living in Deeatur, Ga. 
The other daughter, Mrs. Potter, lives in 
Connecticut. 

“William Gilmore 
one of the greatest names in southern 
literature, took much interest in Chivers, 
and called him ‘the wild Mazeppa of let- 
ters.’ He frequently rallied his friends on 
his choice of his’ strange words, and on 
‘the monotony of his sorrow.’ In good hu- 
mored retaliation, no doubt. the doetor ad- 
vised Simms to cease writing stupi¢@ novels 
and ‘take up literature as a pleasure.’ 

“Chivers's face was of poetic cast. The 
fine lines of the mouth alone gave it dis- 
tinction, and the intent, piercing eye and 
dark, flowing hair, as well as the contour 
of the head, with its massive forehead, 
completed an intellectual ensemble at least 
competent for fame. 

“The pathetic conclusion of the whole 
matter of his life and work is embodied in 
the one word ‘almost.’ He did not quite 
touch the high and ambitious empyrean at 
which he almed. There Were great visions 
before him, but he could not put them into 
perfectly clarified expression. At times he 
nearly found the vehicle of words that up- 
lifts us, but some lack of needed impulse 
or finish, some want of surrounding at- 
mosphere, or some other partial defect, 
tells the story of defeat. But there is 
room enough, and there is reason cnough, 
te honor his daring. We may put him at 
least in the Poe rubric, and recall, in ex- 
alting Poe, a few of the typical attributes 
which gave Chivers his place in poetry.”

The occasion will be notable amd wiil 
bring about a great revival of the words 
of the poet statesman which will cause 
his genius to be more widely appreciated. 

Here may be told the strange story of 
the attempts to nip reputation of 
Richard Henry Wilde and startling 
accusation °of plagairism comes 
egainst him. away back in 
when for several years the most 
scholars of the country 
to whether the above 
duction {rom the Greek of Alcaeus. 

Later it wos charged that the poe-n Wwi- 
stolen in whole cloth fram Patrick O’Kel- 
ly, the Irist bard, who haa written 3cv 
eral notable poems. 

Tnese charges came as a revelation to the 
people of the south. “‘My Life Is Like a 
Summer’s Rose’’ had been printed in almost 
every civilized hamlet, and the announce 
ment that it had been cribbed came with 
sudden effect. 

Richard Henry Wilde, whoa was a? thie 
{ime in comgiess, represen.ing tne Augusta 
circuit, did not deny the reports. He was 
busy with national affairs and the charges 
seemed too trifling to note. ovi <ihey Te- 
ceived such substautia: thecat 
was forced to give them recognition, and 
in the developments which followed a 
stramge story.came to light. 

The charge against Wilde first 
in The North American Magazine in De- 
cember, 1834. 

The article tells of the popularity of the 
poem and gives full acknowledgment of 
iis merits. It states also that the claims 
made that Wilde had stolen the whole 
poem fron: O'Kelly. 

Continuing, the article said: 

Now, the original verse from which 
these of Mr. Wilde and the far-famed 

O’ Kelly are nothing but tramslations; were 
written by Alcaeus of Mitylent, ome of 
the sweetest of erotic bards of ancient 
Greece, twenty-four hundred years ago. 

‘The proof of this assertion we will now 
proceed to exhibit. Nothing but fragments 
of Alcaeus’s ‘works have descended to us 
through the ruins of revclu¥ons, the corm- 
vulsions of decaying empires and the bar- 
barism and darkness of the middle ages; 
but one of his fragments, which we now 
print side by side with the Latin transla- 
tion, as Mr. Wilde’s version stands vis-a- 
vis with that of O’Kelly, is line by line and 
word by word the original from which the 
little poem, that has enjoyed and con- 
ferred so much _ reputation is derived.’’ 

The article then goes on to sum up 
what ft thought to be conclusive proofs of 
plagiarism. It said: “ 

“We hope that Mr..Wilde has never as- 
fumed the authorship of this poem; for we 
should indeed regret to award to his 
knowledge what is due only to his genius, 
and to confer upon his ingenuity that what 
is dge only to ingenuousness. But having 
now fulfilled the duty Oi: a literary critic, 
and for the first time unfolded’ the whole 
Bubject before our men of letters, we shall 
snot shrink from the responsibility of the 
~ exposition.”’ 

Then follows what appears to be the orig- 
inal Greek gazement and translation 
in Latin. 

There was a ruffle of excitement through- 
out the literary world at th's announce- 
ment. The stilted dignity of .our fore- 
fathers was shocked and they gaped in 
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open-mouthed wonderment. They accepted, 


the statement, and it appeared that Wilde 
had been downed in dire disgrace and his 
muse bespattered with mire. This was due 
probably to his reticence and the fact that 
he did not care to note the charge at the 
time. 

It was long afterwards before the real 
explanation came vs to the origin of the 
alledged Greek ode, and ot until the 
literary reputation of the Georgian 
been sullied by frequent repetition of the 
charges. It came to light, however, that 
the idea of the poem being from the Greek 
originated in this way. 

At the home of Anthony Barclay, of 
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Savannah, a man of note at the time the 
discussion of Wilde’s works came up one 
day among a crowd of literary folks, ° 

Some one asserted that there was a Greek 
original of the poem. The idea struck Bar- 
clay, and merely_for the sake of displaying 
his knowledge of Creek next day he put 
the verses into that language. Afterwards 
he made a translation of the Greek into 
Latin in order to render it more intelli- 
gible to those who were not versed’ in the 
language of Alcaeus. The package was 
done up, and more with the idea of playing 
a practical joke than anything else, it has 
ben explained, Barclay left the verses with 
that well-known clergyman. It was a 
revelation to him. Copies were made and 
began to circulate. In the meantime Bar- 
clay moved to New York. Some time later 
on appeared: the article in the American 
magazine. 

Then came the following correspondence 
between Wilde and Barclay, which explains 
itself. It has been placed on record by the 
Georgia Historical Society: . 

“Washington, January 7, 
thony Barclay, . Esq., of Savannah, 
now in New York—Dear Sir: Relying on 
our past acquaintance and your known ur- 
banity to pardon the liberty I take, permit 
me to say without further preface that cir- 
cumstances which it is unnecessary to de- 
tail concur in pointing you as the author 
of a translation into Greek. of some verses 
long attributed to but only recently avow- 
ed by me. If you are, I am sure the task 
was executed only to amuse. the leisure 
hours cf a gentleman and a scholar. or at 
most for the sport it might give you t9 
mystify the learned. In the letter you have 
been eminently successful. I have been 
stigmatized with plagiarism and  com- 
pelled, such was the importance my friends 
attached to the charge, to deny it in per- 
son.’”’ 

The letter then goes on to state that he 
is desirous of obtaining from Barclay for 
the purpose of publication a statement as 
to whether he wrote the Greek ode. It is 
signed by Richard Henry Wilde. 

In reply, Barclay wrote: 

“New York, January 24. 1835.—My Dear 
Sir: I was not apprised when I addressed 
you on the 9th instant, nor for some days 
after, that my prose translation into Greek 
of your beautiful ode beginning, ‘My life 
is like a summer’s rose,’ had been publish- 
ed; otherwise I could not at that short 
time have passed over the circumstances in 
utter silence. It was written for indi- 
vidual amutement with exclusively half a 
dozen acquaintances in Savannah. and 
without the slightest intention of its go- 
ing further. This assertion will account 
for the abundant defects and they will 
vouch for the truth.” 

The letter tells of how the Greek chanced 
to be written and concludes: 

—- cannot say how extremely I regret the 
indiscreet publication. Truly reluctant +: 
I am, however, to come before the pubic,

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THE SAD FATE OF 
MAD CARLOTTA 


| From The Philadelphia Times. 
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The news that Carlotta, the ex-empress 
of Mexico, is at death's door recalls one of 
the most painful tragedies of this century. 

Carlotta, or to give her her full name, 
Marie Charlotte Amelle Auguste Victo re 
Clementine Leopoldina, is the daughter of 
Leopold I, king of the Belgians, and Was 
born on the 7th of June, 1840. At seven- 
teen she had an exquisite face, beautiful 
figure and a captivating manner, and was 
one of the most beautiful women of Eu- 
rope. She became the bride of Archduke 
Maximilian, the brother of the present em- 
peror, Franc's Joseph, of Austria, and far 
a short time lived an ideally happy life 
at the beautiful palace of Miramar, on the 
shores of the Adriatic. 

Meamwhile destiny was shaping itsel,a 

At ithe close ofsthe war between the Unit- 
ed States and Mexico in 1848, thete Wa» 
quiet in the Mexican republic for a time, 
but not for long. Herrera was presiden: 
until 1851, but his successor, Genera] Arista, 
found it convenient to secretly leave the 
cap.tal before the clos of his term, ana 
upon his departure Sania Anna was made 
dictator. At ‘this time the nation was split 
inte two factions over the question of se- 
questrating the chureh property; Known 
respectiveiy as the liberals, who advocatea 
the measure, and the cw«rigos, who op- 
posed it. 

Alt tne head or the former was Benito 
Juarez, a man of pure Azicc birtn, who at 
the time of Santa Anna's dictatorship, was 
banished from the country. He rvumained 
in New Crieans ware whirligig of time 
protght the party wh thought as he did 
to the top again. He then returned and 
became governor of Oaxaca, secretary of 
state and president of the supreme court 


of justice. 

In 1857 the Mexican congress promulgated 
a new constitution. It was bitterly op- 
amid the 


roar“and confusion that ensued Juarez took 
possession of the presidency by right of 


his position as head of the supreme court, 
since Comonfort, 
had been forced to leave the country.

peared in the harbor of Vera Cruz a for- 
éign squadron floating the flags of Eng- 
land, France and Spain. The three powers 
had signed a treaty in London by which 
they agreed to send this expedition to de- 
mand guaranties for the safety of their 
subjects living there, and further to urge 
their claim to sums borrowed by the Mexi- 
cans during their difficulties, on which a 
law had lately been passed suspending 
payment. The commissioners took pos- 
session of Vera Cruz and proceeded to 
Orizaba, where they met Juarez. Their de- 
mands were satisfactorily settled and the 
commissioners for England and Spain im- 
mediately withdrew their troops. Not so 
the French commissioner. 

A plan had been hatched at the Tuileries 
by Napoleon Il], encouraged by Mexican 
refugees, arrong whom were the ex-pre#i- 
dent Miramon and many prominent pesons 
in the clerigo party, to establish a mon- 
archy in the western hemisphere and s0 
check the iMmfluence of the United States. 
The time-was opportune, for the civil war 
wes then engrossing their attention. A 
prince was found in the person of Ferdi- 
nand Maximilian Joseph, archduke of Aus- 
tria, brother of the reigning emperor of 
Austria and but recently married to the 
young daughter of the king of Beigium. 

The idea had no great charms for Maxi- 
milian, but his wife, womanlike—ambitious 
—pursuaded him that it would be a delight- 
ful thing to estabiish a court in the an- 
cient capital of the incas. 

On the Mth of May, 1864, the royal couple 
arrived at Vera Cruz escorted by ea flotilla 
of twelve ships. French troops had in the 
meanwhile succeeded in subduing the coun- 
try. The reception was not an enthusiastic 
one. Still, there were some vivas as the 
emperor and empress, in a giass coach, 
preceded by the officers of state and e¢s- 
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Maximilian had hardly commenced to 
govern before troubles grew up thick 
around him. The United States congress 
refused to recognize a monarchy in Mexico, 
and forced Napoleon to withdraw his 
troops. Juarez was collecting his forces 
to oust the newcomer, and it became appa- 
rent in the summer of 1866 that there was 
no other course open to Maximilian but to 
abdicate. He took up his pen to do so on 
the 7th of July, but Carlotta, with a will 
stronger than his own, stayed his hand 
and announced her intention of going to 
Europe to make a personal appeal to Na- 
poleon and another to Rome. On the fol- 
lowing day she left the capital, never to 
return. 

Arrived at Paris, she 
view with the emperor. Eloquently 
told her tale, but without success. As she 
saw her hopes fading away she grew hys- 
terical, and declared that she, a king’s 
daughter, of the blood of Orleans, had 
made a terrible mistake in accepting a 
throne from the self-made emperor of the 
French, a Bonaparte. While still laboring 
under the excitement of this interview, 
proceeded to Rome, where she met 
with no better success. The disappoint- 
ment unhinged her reason, and soon the 
world was startled to hear that the un- 
happy empress had become a maniac. 

At Chapultepec the emperor heard of her 
pitiable state. He resolved to capitulate, 
and planning to do so he went to Orizaba. 
The progress was siow, traveling by means 
of carriages drawn by mules. Finally he 
reached the town and was accorded a royal 
reception. Bells were rung in his honor, 
salutes were fired and the town draped in 
gala attire. Unfortunately tor the emperor, 
among those who so cordially Welcomed 
him were the strongest minds in the cleri- 
cal party. 

He stayed a week at Orizaba and listened 
to their counsel. They, feeling that his de- 
valgnte meant the ruin of their hopes and 
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sought an inter-

va@nted supremacy, urged him not to de- 
sert the cause. One among them, Father 
Fischer by name, was particularly vehe- 
ment in his opposition to the capitulation. 
He made a great impression on imil- 
lian and secured his entire confidence. He

Even though Oaxaca was obliged to sur- 
render at this time to the l.btrals, Maxi- 
milian wavered. It was difficut to re- 
nounee now the erown he had won. Fidel- 
ity to the church and its interest pleaded 
with him to remain. Inspired by the prom- 
ises of money and arms he hesitated no 
longer, but gave his eonsent to return and 
assume his office. 

He was joined by two generals—Mira- 
mon and Marquez—devoted to the cause, 
who returned after two years’ exile in Eu- 
rope and proceeded to Mexico. issuing a 
manifesto to the Mexican people declaring 
his intention of maintaining’ the empire. 
He took up quarters at La Teja, outside of 
the capital. * 

‘The friends of the emperor in FEurcepe 
learned of his intention to remain with dis- 
may. The French troops were compelled to 
return to France in respovser to remcne 
strances of the United Statics and the possi- 
bility of a pereceful settlement of the difii- 
culties wis removed forever ‘vith the de- 
parture of the Freach. Their ctores fell 
largely into the hands of the liberals and 
were brought to bear in turn upon the em- 
peror, whom they were origiialiy sent to 
succer, 

The vigor of Miramon and support 
gathered together an army ef nearly 10,0% 
men. The active chiefs of the army 
and their trained soldiers comprised half 
of it. The rest were untrained men ready 
to abandon the cause in a moment. The 
bravery of the regulars had its influence 
with them, however, and the force became 
a really formidable one. 

The force of the enemy was far more nu- 
merous. They were quite as brave and 
reckless in their daring. The advantage 
of position and supply rested with them, 
It was an unequal struggle that could not 
last long. Queretaro was invested and be- 
came the scene of severe conilict, which 
narrowed gradually. drawing the confines 
closer upon the emperor. 

Marquez was dispatched for 
ments, but they did not come. Though he 
succeeded in avoiding the Iberats, he use 
the troops he gamed to attack the cnemy 
advancing on Puebla, and failed uttefiy, 
returrfing to Maximilian with scareely a 
guard.

grew steadily worse. The disappointment 
of the failure of the troops to appear day 
by day became more poigngeit as the ne- 
cessity increased. The end could not have 
been long delayed, even had he not fallen 
by the handyof a traitor. 

General Lopez, who was given charge of 
the Convent de la Cruz, the most import- 
ant point in Queretaro, was false to his 
trust. On the night of the l4th of May, a 
dark night, fitted to the purpose, he open- 
ed the citadel and allowed two battalions 
of the enemy to pass into the city. Krom 
thence they advanced upon the garrison, 
who, terror-stricken and bewildered, sur- 
rendered. 

Lopez did give the emperor sufficient 
warning to permit his escape, but his gem- 
tle spirit forbade his leaving his troopa in 
such a state, and he surrendered to a de- 
tachment of the enemy after reaching the 
outskirts of the town in safcty. 

His incarceration with Mejia and Mira- 
mon followed. The story of his imprison- 
ment is thrilling. Repeated plans were 
made by his devoted friends to effect his 
escape. One of the most persistent of 
these friends was a woman and an Amert- 
can. She was the wife of the prince of 
Salm-Salm. who was devoted to the cause. 
She visited him. earrying messages from 
the prince and furnishing him means and 
money.. She even visited San Luis de Po- 
tosi, beseeching clemency, but failed. He 
was tried by a courtmartial. and after a 
mockery of justice sentenced to be shot. 

His composure and fortitude in death was 
heroic. When surrounded by his servants 
in his cell on the morning of the execution 
he kissed them and bade them be calm. 
“It is God's will.” he said.

Arriving at a hotel today, the first thing 
a traveler hears is “Front!’’ called out by 


the clerk on duty. Immediately a good- 
looking boy, one of half a dozen sitting 
in a row just off the main corridor, hur- 
ries up, takes charge of the bags, pilots 
the visitor up the elevator and down a long 
hall to his room on the eleventh floor. He 
is usually a respectful but business-like 
young fellow, who wears a uniform of dark 
green and his short jacket has an amazing 
number of brass buttons, You will learn 
presently that this adornment has caused 
him to be known as Buttons. 

Getting to know him better you will dis- 
cover that he is an exceedingly wide-awake 
young chap who has taken your measure 
on the way up and has decided in his own 
mind whether you are likely to give hima 
dime or a quarter at the end of the trip. 

The running of a modern hotel requires 
asmall army of employees. There are more 
than 1,000 boys at work in the hotels of 
New York city alone, and if all the mem- 
bers of the “‘buttons’’ tride in this country 
were brought together in one place they 
would make a boy army of imposing size, 
It would be a well-drilled army, too, for 
the first lesson that Buttons learns is to be 
quick and obedient, and his work makes 


him nimble with brain as well as with 
hands and feet. 
In the largest hotels, where between 


twenty and thirty bell boys are employed. 
they are all in charge of a sort of buttons 
captain, whose duty it is to see that they 
are kept in order and are promptly on 
hand to respond to calls: This head boy 
has usually served his time in the ranks, 
so to speak, and sometimes he is over thir- 
ty years of age. 

The head Buttons in one of the great 
metropolitan hotels died a few months ago, 
leaving a wife and child and a comfortable 
fortune, all of which he had made from 
his work as a bell ‘boy. He was acquainted 
with some of the most famous men in the 
country, and could tell interesting stories 
of many of the great politicians, for the 
hotel is one that entertains various men 
prominent in the affairs of the nation. He 
had had many offers of good positions In 
other kinds of work, but preferred to keep 
the responsible place that he had long 
held, and was one of the most valued em- 
ployees of the great hostelry. This may 
be an exceptional case, but it shows the 
possibilities of the work. : 

Buttons usually begins when he is about 
sixteen years old. Only those who are 
reasonably bright, who are willing to wear 
the uniform and do exactly as they are 
told, and only those who can be thorough- 
ly trusted are accepted. If the boy comes 
up to these requirements he will not find 
his work difficult. At first he may be bul- 
lied a little by the older fellows, and he 
is apt to look upon the captain as a tyrant, 
for that stern official keeps careful watch 
of time he takes to do an errand, and 
keeps him busy rushing up and down 
stairs, carrying visitors’ cards on a silver 
plate or showing guests to their rooms. 
After a little, however. he becomes ac- 
customed to his round of work, learns to 
know the rcgular guests of the hotel, and 
then, if he is bright and well mannered, 
abundant opportunities are offered for get- 


ting on. 


A boy in one of the fashionab'e hotels 


told’ me of his experience with a well-known 
French scholar and financier who was in 
this count¥y for several months last year. 
The Frenchman's work required him to 
epend .most of his days in the office of a 
Wall street firm, but he wanted to see the 
city and its sights in his own way, and he 
selected Buttons, who was a very clever 
voungster, to be his guide. The boy was 
put on duty so that he had his evenings to 
himself, and every night he entertained 
and was entertained by his Frenchman 
friend. ‘The latter learned English frem 
Buttons (I’m afraid that there must have 
been a good deal of slang in his talk by 
the time he returned to Paris), and he saw 
New York through the eyes of an Amer-can 
boy, which was, no doubt, very interesting 
to him. And Buttons had a grand time 

“We went to the theaters and the music 
halls and down in Chinatown and every- 
where,” said he in telling of it. “And we 
played billiards and rode on the cable cars 
and sometimes in cabs. And he was always 
just as polite to me as he was to his swell 
friends.” They beeame great chums and 
Buttons now cherishes the French schol- 
ar’s photograph among his most treasured 
belongings. 

A bell boy in one of the New York family 
hotels goes out one morning in each week 
on ® shopping tour with one ef the fash- 
icnable ladies who lives there, and another 
boy in the same hotel has a standing job 
of aceompanying one of New York's 
wealthy little boys for a bicycle ride in 
the park.

With a sharp-pointed instrument draw a 
line on the surface an inch from each end 
of this oblong piece. Then divide the 
middle section, as shown in the illustration, 
and cut out oy these lines, which will 
give the two portions of the hinge. Punch 
holes for the screws in the places indi- 
cated by crosses in the flanges.

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AMATEUR METAL WORKERS. 


The average boy and the occasional] girl 
like any amusement in which hammer 
and nails figure, and like it all the better 
if an ornamental or useful result can be 
produced. 

A somewhat novel application of this 
general taste is to be found in metal work. 


—— 


When the young mechanic finds mere car- 
pentry pall upon him, let him turn to a 
new, although related, branch of industry 


with fresn zeal. The tools required are 
few and simple, just such as are to -be 
found in the average household in town 
and village. They consist of a few files 


a 


order to form the decorative design, as 
in the second illustration. The young ar- 
tisan may vary ithe ornamentation at 
pleasure’ and often will find this more dis- 
tinctly artistic branch of the work to be 
the more interesting. The dots may be

punched entirely through the tin or mere- 
ly indented deeply. The slits may be va- 
ried in similar manner, and the holes and 
indentions can be combined effectively in 
the same design. 

This part of the work done, the hinge 
is to be put together by using a round 
steel nail as a pivot. Wrap the flaps 
around the nail by the aid of hammer and 
nippers, and when they are firmly adjust- 
ed, hammer the sharp point of the nail 
down sufficiently to prevent the hinge 
from slipping off. 


Having acquired some deftness in using 


tools by this simple task something else 
may be attempted in the way of decora- 
tion, such as cutting out geometrical fig- 
ures in the tim through which the wood 
shows, sometimes inserting round-neaded 


brass screws in relief patterns, sometimes 
filling the “cut out’ places with red lead 
or other color. 

For cutting out into branches and sprays 
a fret saw is necessary. An effective re- 
pousse can be obtained by using a small 
hammer and a large blunt nail for a 
punch. Relief can be made either by ham- 
mering back the surrounding portion or 
hammering out the relief itself. 

Preity pin or match trays may be made 
by cutting out a circular piece of tin, 
Sheet brass or copper the required size 
aml marking another circle within it with 
a blind punch (one which does not go 
through). With the pliers bend the edge 
up at intervals, the indented circle defining 
the flat portion of the tray. If you have 
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a vise in which to secure the piece, s® 
much the better. Do not try to bend the 
edge up evenly. The irregularity is pret- 
tier in its flowing curves. The decorative 
design may be applied to edge and center 
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before turning the edge. When the form 
is completed, the entire tray may be cov- 
ered with black lacquer, gilding or bronze 
if desired. 

Such a tray may be converted into a 
bedroom candiestick by taking a round 
piece of tin, or whatever. metal was used 
for the tray, cutting it into the shape of 
a clover leaf and bending up the three 
leaves into a cup. This can be riveted ea- 
sily into the center of the tray. ? 

Handles for boxes and drawefs can be 
made by cutting the front piece the de- 
sired form and size, and having secured 
it to the article with two large holes per- 
forated through both wood and metal, pass 
a stout wire of brass or iron through the 
holes and bend on the inner side. 

Common iron nails can be filed into « 
variety of blind punches and stamps, dia- 
mond-shaped, oblong or square, Brass or

ed in color stripes of mathematical preci-

To tho ‘nitiated these several stripes have 
their meaning. They are nearly all »ro- 
duced by the character of the ocean Led 
and as a rule are only seen in close prox‘m- 
ity to land. 

If you see a decp blue 
you may label it. deep water, the blue 
usually being deeper than. the green. A 
yellowish tint signifies a sandy bottom, 
and if it is very proroumced, indicaies a 
shoal or seandbank., 

Black indicates rocks, although seaweed 
or cloud shadows will some times produce 
a similar effect. , 

On the east coast it is no uncommon 
thirg té see a patch of bright red where 
the sun has reficcted the color of the deep 
brown sand on the surface. 

Where ibe bottom is muddy, as on the 
Mssex coast. a streak of bDrieht silver grey 
is often seen.

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Electrically Forced Plants 

The agricultural department of the Cornett 
university recently published the results 
of some experiments extending over a pe- 
riod of six years upon the effect of the 
light of the electric are lamp upon i the 
growth of plants. There were two houses, 
both of which were exposed to sunlight 
during the day, and one of which received 
in addition the Nght from an arc lamp 
during a part of the night. The are lamps 
Were inclosed in clear glass globes. It was 
found as a result of these experiments that 
there was a decided beneficial influence on 
the growth of lettuce, and that there can 
no longer be any doubt as to its advantage 
in forcing this plant. With seed sown un- 
der ordinary conditions, and the young 
piants placed under the influence of the 
light after they are well established, will 
show a marked improvement up to a dis- 
tance of forty feet. One curious thing was 
noticed, that the effect of the shadow of a 
beam or rafter cast by the electric light 
showed plainly on the leaves. It is stated 
in this respect that Mr. W. W. Rawson, 
of Arlington, now uses electric light in the 
commercial forcing of lettuce, of which 
he is a leading producer. He has three 
lamps of 2,000 candle power each, which 
are run all night. Mr. Rawson finds that 
he obtains a gain of five days per crop 
during the winter, which makes a gain of

In the October Ladies’ Home Journal 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer tells how a family of 
eight persons can be fed—and well fed—at 
the aggregate cost of $10 a week.

Editor Constitution—If we admit as a 
fact, which we do not, that the indiscrim- 
inate use of commercial fertilizer, that it 
as used by ninety-nine out of a hundred 
farmers, simply by putting it under cotton 
on the same land year after year without 
any provision being made for the gupply 
of humus—we say if there should be an 
increase in the number of pounds of cotton 
grown upon a given acre at a given price, 
under this system, sufficient to insure a 
profit from the use of such fertilizer, yet 
when very generally practiced the  in- 
creased production decreases in a greater 
ratio the price received, so that in the end 
the average farmer sustains a loss rather 
than a gain. I do not believe, taken one 
year with another, that such use of the 
chemical fertilizers yields any profit what- 
ever. To sum up in a word, at the end of 
a period when our agricultural people have 
practiced the most rigid economy, our sur- 
roundings to a close or even casual! ob- 
server do not indicate that the increased 
vse of chemical fertilizer has been 
benefit to the farmers of Georgia. Yours 
truly, .

Editor Constitution—Replying to your 
favor of this date, asking my views on the 
statements made by Commissioner Nesbitt, 
ex-Station, Director Redding and State 
Chemist Payne, in The Constitution of 
yesterday, relative to the great increase in 
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the use of commercial fertilizers, it occurs 
tO me that two reasons enter largely into 
the causes for the increase. 

First, the cultivated acreage in Georgia 
has greatly increased in the past twenty 
years, due to the clearing of imrmhense pine 
belts for lumber, coal. and fuel, thus of- 
fering for cultivation cheap lands for the 
peorer people. 

Second, the “stock law,’ which prevails 
over the greater part of Georgia, has put 
in cultivation many acres which had been 
turned out, and which it was thought Was 
not worth the cost of fencing; and, 

Third, ‘‘fertiizers are cheaper’ than 
labor,’’ the farmer argues, and he is trying 


the intensive system. 
Fourth, ‘“fruck farming,’’ which a feW 
years ago was insignificant, has assumed 


large proportions, and, as is well Known, 
this class of agriculture requires the high- 
est fertilization. The increase in the cultl- 
vation of tobacco, melons and orchards, 
all requiring liberal quantities of fert{lizers, 
must also be considered., 
Therefore, the ereat increase in tne use 
of commercial fertilizers is not to be con- 
sidered so strange as at first blush it might 
seem. That a very great reduction in the 
acreage of all cultivated crops, especially 
in that of cotton, would vastly benefit the 
farmer, all of them will readily concede. 
But this and other needed reforms can 
only come through absolute and universal 
concert of action among farmers. This, 
while possible, {s not very probable, and 
at last each individual farmer must work 
out the problem for himself. You will note 
that the acreage Increased from 1869 to 
1889 (twenty years) 2,751,049 acres. This must 
enter into the count.

kKalitor Constitution—I fully agree with 
Messrs. Nesbitt, Redding and Payne in 
their statements concerning fertilizers in 
your issue of 27th, and inasmuch as you 
have asked me to give you my views, 1 
herewith send same, which have been hur- 
hiedly written. | am of the opinion that 
the judicious use of fertilizers does pay, 
but when tiey are used withcut any regard 
to the requirements of the soil and crops 
to be grown on same they not only do not 
Yield a profit, but a loss. The firs: thing 
a farmer should consider is, not waether 
to use fertilizers or not, but what sori of 
fertilizer he shall use; what his soil Is 
defictent in; does it require nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid or only one of these? 
farmer may have a field which has been 
“resting’’ which may not require any of 
these and will produce as good a crop with- 
out them as with them, while an adjoining 
field may require all these elements or only 
one or two of them. This thea is the ques- 
tion he should first ask himself: What fer- 
tilizer shall I use? The answer will depend 
on the nature of the soil; what is that soil 
deficient in? what am I going to plant on 
the land? if cotton, what element necessary 
for the production of cotton is wanting tn 
that soil? Then let him supply to that fleld 
that necessary element Whatever it may be 


and not waste other fertilizers not 
required for that particular field 
and crop, for this would “be a dead 
loss to him, as he would be put- 


ting on the lund something not needed for 
that particular crop and not supplying to 
another field or crop the something absv- 
utely necessary. Suppose one should use 
a complete fertilizer containing nitrogen, 
potash and phosphoric acid on a fteld rich 
in nitrogen already, but deficient in potash, 
would it not have been wiser to have used 
a fertilizer containing only potash and 
phosphoric acid? 

Suppose that field the year previous had 
a crop of pea vines on it and they had been 
turned under during the winter, would it 
not ‘be folly to use a fertilizer containing 
the same amount of nitrogen in it on that 
field as you would use on a field that had 
not had a crop of ‘peas or other nitrogen 
producing plant on it? Nor would it be 
necessary to. use as much potash on new 
land as on old, as new lands are rarely 
deficient in potash, when old lands invyari- 
ably are unless supplied artificially., The 
farmer must think and determine for him- 
self what fertilizer is best for him to use. 
This he must do by ascertaining what iis 
lands require and what he is going to plant, 
and what such crops require to produce the 
best results. Is it potash and nitrogen, or 
is it nitrogen and phosphoric acid? Is it 
phosphoric acid and potash or is it phos- 
phoric acid alone? Is it potash alone or 
is it nitrogen alone? If he will do this from 
year to year he will not only produce bet- 
ter crops, but will enhance the yaiue of 
his lands, as he wlil be supplying to them 
those elements which they were deficient 
in and restoring those elements which the 
preceding crops had exhausted. If! he does 
not do this then it would be best for him 
to “‘rest’’ his land and allow nature to 
restore its fertility, or he should rotate h 
crops and not use any fertilizer at all. In 
judicious use of fertilizers, in my opinion, 
does not pay, but where they are used sys- 
tematically with due regara to their adapt- 
ability to certain soils and certain crops 
in the way I have suggested I am gure 
they do pay and pay well. I think all farm- 
ers should buy muriate potash or kainit 
if preferred, nitrate soda and acid phos- 
phate separate and mix them at home, 
using such a quantity of eacn as they deem 
necessary for certain fields and crops. 

The mixing is very simple, only requiring 
a sand screen such as brick masons use, 
and after the ingredients are partially m‘x- 
ed with a hoe they can be thrown through 
this screen and thoroughly mixed and with 
no lumps to interfere. One or two hands 
van mix in this way several tons a day, 
and rainy days can be taken for doing this 
work. The sacks can then be marked and 
set aside for use when needed. I have done 
this and found it paid me well. 

In conclusion, I will say that no farmer 
should neglect to have his lands terraced, 
us they are 4 gre™ saving to his land and 
help to presedve the soil which he has made 
fertile by judicious use of fertilizers. No 
breaks should be allowed to remain in tie 
terraces, and if built right at first there will 
not be many breaks. The breaks make 
washes, the washes make gullies, the gul-

Now 
the arunment., I think, stands potemt for 
itself that befcre the war we made in tne 
south 4,000,000 bales of cotton, with not 
over an average of ten acres of land tin 
cotton to the plow. 


A man ‘of Colonel Redcing’s age can 
recollect thie fact, for we raised bounti- 
ful crops of all other products—com, 
wheat, oats, peas, etc. Fields of corn and 
simall grain with only in comparison a 
patch of cotton. Twenty-live acres to the 
mule was then a full average crop.

Already they are 
returning mules and buggies bought on 
time. Liens and mortgages are § being 
foreclosed against them. Since the intro-

: The Texas Editor Taken from His Office 


and Severely Dealt With. 


ARTICLE DISPLEASED STUDENT 


It Reflected on Baylor University and 
They Took Revenge. , 


MAKE BRANN PROMISE T@ LEAVE TOWN 


He Declares They Cannot Drive Him 
Out and Says He Will Remain 
and Publish The Inconoclast. 


Waco, Tex., October 2.—W. C. Brann, 
editor of Brann’s Iconoclast, was the vic- 
tim of a mob of 200 students of Baylor uni- 
versity, a Baptist institution, this after- 
moon. 

Brann was seated in the office of his 
publishing house when four young men, 
students of the university, called him to 
the door, where they seized him and thrust 
him into a hack, which was rapidly driven 
to the college campus. 

His captors were armed with revolvers. 
At the campus a mob of 200 students were 
gathered, a majority of whom were armed. 
They seized Brann, pulled him here and 
there, and theratened to shoot him. A 
rope was produced and cries of ‘‘Hang 
him!” arose on all sides. Brann, under 
threats of death, was compelled to sign a 
statement declaring that an article ap- 
pearing im the October number of The 
Iconoclast, and refiecting on Baylor unl- 
versity, was untrue and further that he 
would leave town. 

This article was the cause of the action of 
the students. 

Great excitement was caused by the in- 
cident and crowds are discussing it on 
the streets tonight. The action of the 
mob of students is generally condemned. 

By the expressions heard tonight it is 
thought that the matter is not at an end. 
Brann declares he cam’t be driven from 
the city and will continue his publication 


here.

SWUNG IN THE PUBLIC SQUARE 


Liynchers Pound in Jail Door While 
the Sun Is Shining. 


THE NECRO SHOWED GREAT FEAR 


Avengers Openly Proclaimed That 
They Would Hang Wash Ferren, 
and Large Crowd Gathered. 


Vicksburg. Miss., October 2.—A sfgicial 
to The Herald from Monroe, La., says: 

“There was a lynching here today 
which breaks the record of Ouchita par- 
ish, 

“Never before was it heralded forth 
that at a certain hour there would be

There was no way to get into the 
jail except by main force. A sledge ham- 
mer was quickly produced and the outer 
door was battered down. At this point 
Deputy Sheriff Strong, who had the keys 
of the jail, was found. He handed over 
the keys to the cell Which Ferren occu- 
pied. There was a wait of some time 
in opening the cell. As soon as the door 
was open several men grabbed Ferren 
and wu rope was quickly thrown about 
his neck. The negro made no protest. 
As he was led out of the jaf the crowd 
gave a great yell. The man was badly 
frightened, but made no resistance as he 
was taken to the courthouse square. No 
shots were fired into the body and the 
crowd shortly afterwards dispersed. 

“The body is hanging in the courthouse 
yard tonight.’’

Fumigates in All Styles. 

“We are prepared to do fumigating in 
any style while you wait,’’ says Mr. George

ods for fumigating with formaldehyde. We 
can give the germs instantaneous or a 
lingering death. We use the formaldehyde 
for the passenger coaches, baggage, ex- 
press matter and Pullman sleepers. 

Then we have two styles of sulphur fuml- 
gation. There is an attachment to an en- 
gine by which steam passes through the 
sulphur fumes and torces them into a car 
or house or box or anything presented 
fumigation. This is a traveling fumi- 
gator and we send it up and down the road 
to do job lots of disinfecting which cannot 
be brought to Atlanta. 

‘We have the old style of pan fumiga- 
tion which some prefer. This process con- 
sists in burning sulphur in a pan which 
can be placed in or undeg a car. 

“Our fifth method is disinfection by bl- 
chloride of mercury. It is the shower bath 
process and is prompt and effectual. It gets 
every microbe in reach. 

‘“T am thinking of trying chloride of 
lime, but have not had any call for it. We 
are up to date when it comes to. disinfect- 
ing and are prepared to handle equipment 
in fifty tar lots at short notice. Patrons 
can select Whatever style they prefer, pay 
their money and take their choice.”

FOR QUARANTINE. 


Congressman Livingston Is Asked To 
Work for a Law. , 


PRESENT RULES IRREGULAR 


Chaotic Quarantines Have Struck a 
Death Blow at Business.

He Urges Mr. Livingston To Secure 
Congressional Legislation To Ef- 
fect Better Quarantine System. 


The exceedingly strict and severe quaran- 
tine regulations now in force throughout 
the south have aroused the people to the 
necessity of having quarantine regulations 
that, while effective, will not prove a death 
blow to the business of the country. 

National legislation is regarded by many 
as being the only effective way of securing 
proper quarantine. Dr. Joseph Jacobs, of 
this city, has written a letter to Congress- 
man Leonidas F. Livingston urging upon 
him the necessity of having proper quaran- 
tine laws passed. The letter, which was 
sent yesterday, is as follows: 

“Hon. Leonidas Livingston, M. C., Fifth 
Congressional District .of Georgia.—Dear 
Sir: The occasional recurrence of epidemics 
in our country at points and over terri- 
tories and districts that are exposed to in- 
fections from diseases brings into prom!- 
nence, from time to time, the question of 
quarantine. And the effects of the opera- 
tion of quarantine regulations, vital in jin- 
terest as relating to the health of our 
pe@ple, so touch upon and enter into all our 
varied trade affairs that the question is 
full. of interest around every hearthstone 
and at every turn in business life. 

“Fortunately, these visitat'cns to be 
guarded against are of rare occurrence. 
But, none the less, on this account, can we 
relax vigilance or afford to underestimate 
the possible dangers from their dread 
threatenings. 

“Proper laws, therefore, established in 
wisdom and effectually operated, are of the 
highest import; and no subject of legisla- 
tion could be.of more inviting aspect to 
the patriotic law maker than that of the 
institution of a better system, in all its 
phases, for health security and prevention 
of epidemics. 

“The problem is, under our system of 
government, while § preserving all the 
powers of states and municipalities Iinci- 
dent to enforcing the harsh requirements 
and penalties of quarantine, when neces- 
sary, still to effectively prevent the ingress 
and spread of epidemic plagues with the 
minimum disturbance to the usual 
courses and currents of commerce and the 
ordinary intercourse and trave! of our 
population. I do not in the remotest de- 
gree doubt the absolute right of-the state 
to enforce quarantine promptly and ef- 
fectively whenever the health of her peo- 
ple is threatened by the insidious fever 
not only hers@geht, but her 
highest duty to guard against such in- 
visible foes, as much so as to promptly 
suppress insurrection or meet at once and 
put a stop to armed invasion. Nor can 
reasonable regulations of this character. 
enforced by cities and towns, be con- 
demned when the occasion for them is 
clear. These rights and duties rest upon 
the great principle that the safety of the 
people is the supreme law, and they will 
never cease to be exercised or be omitted 
without offense to the best feelings: and in- 
terests of mankind. 

“The evil which I here itnvetgh against, 
however, is th® widespread and costly de- 
moralization to trade and travel, which 
periodically has heretofore occurred and 
which will continue to prevail in the pres- 
ent state of our laws, state and federal, 
upon the health questicn, attributable to 
the unwise institution of quarantines by 
states ‘and municipalities upon insufficient 
provocation, or at times and over districts 
of the country, when the facts, if fuily 
known, would not warrant any quarantine 
action. It is not to be believed that the ex- 
ecutives of our states and municipal sys- 
tem would, except in rare cases of mon- 
strosity, descend to the use of the quaran- 
tine to promote the ends of local trade 
jeaiousies; but what we want ‘is a plan 
that will put to rest even the remote fear 
of such shameful practice and locate re- 
sponsibilities within narrower and better 
defined limits. 

“Is it not therefore opportune that our 
congress at its next session show'd devise 
and enact a statute providing for a com- 
plete system of health supervision under 
a central board of public health, designed 
to collect and publish all the facts of the 
health situation in reference to epidemics 
and in as public amd complete manner as 
we now have the weather reports. so that 
the president, the governors and the may- 
ors and intendants could have authentic 
and uniform official information on which 
to base their action in putting into execu- 
tion the varied local laws on the subject 
of the public health, where quarantine is 
resorted to? 

“It is the opinion of many of our active 
huswmess men that the welfare of interstate 
commerce and the general happiness of our 
people can be greatly promoted by wise 
feceral legislation on this subject.

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NEGRO PRISONER COMES CLEAR. 


Will Brown He May Have Been, but 
He Had Grown Out of Memory. 
Cedartown, October 2.—(Special.)—

Brown visited the prisoner in jail to 
if they would recognize him. Judge James

Charleston Board of Health Quaran- 
tines Against Atlanta Letters. 
Mil Will Be Fumigated.

Charleston has quarantined against the 
mails of Atlanta. 

Superintendent Terrell, of the railway 
mail service, received notice yesterday to 
the effect that the Charleston board of 
health demanded -that all mails sent out 
from Atlanta be fumigated. 
bositively refuses to receive any mail from 
this city unless it has been thoroughly 
soaked in the fumes of formaldehyde gas. 

This notice was sudden and surprising to 
the postal authorities, who, although they 
have expected almost anything from 
Charleston, did not believe that the au- 
thorities there would take any action, 
Which they consider to be sO absurd and 
foolish, 

Superintendent Terrell immediately nott- 
fled the newspapers here that they would 


have to get out their editions in time to, 


have a thorough fumigation before leaving 
for Charleston. Beginning with today all 
mail that goes to or through Charleston 
will be fumigated. Superintendent Terrell 
laughs at the ridiculous position taken by 
the Charleston board of health, but he 
Says that he is compelled under his orders 
to observe all action taken by the health 
authorities of any mutJeipality, no matter 
how much the action may interfere with 
the mail service 

The Charleston board does not explain 
why it is thought necessary to shut out 
Atlanta’s mail. The members must have 
imagined that we have yellow fever in this 
town, for their action was an ultimatum 
and was to the effect that the mails must 
be fumigated or that they would not be al- 
lowed in Charleston. The postal authort- 
ties will hereafter cheerfully jab holes in 
all the letters sent to ‘‘skeery’” Charles- 
ton. Superintendent Terrell is conteimplat- 
ing adding more nails to the fumigating 
paddles used in perforating the Charleston 
mail. 
ded with the sharp nails so that all wan- 
dering germs may be impaled thereon, and 
none escape to Charleston. 

A newspaper fumigating car ts the latest 
addition to the posta] service made neces- 
sary by the fever scare. The Constitution 
has such a large outside circulation that 
the papers each day make up an enormous 
bulk. Thése were much in the way at the 
fumigating room ‘at the health office and 
Superintendent Terrell has had a freignt 
car iitted up for the purpose of fumigating 
the papers, The car has been made air 
tight, and the newspapers will now be piled

THEY WON’T RAISE QUARANTINE

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Birmingham People Are Beginning To 
Feel the Effects of Isolation. 
Birmingham, Ala., October 2.—(Special.) 
There is no @enying the fact that the 
strict quarantine now being enforced in 
Alabama and especially against Atlanta, 
is doing no little damage, and to this im- 
mediate @istrict in particular. Every coal 
company in the Birmingham district, every 
iron furnace company and all classes of 
industry kindred with the iron trade are 
clamoring for cars which are being delay- 
ed at the infected points or in Atlanta. 
The railroads are suffering and the fur- 
nacemen and coal dealers will suffer later 
on by not being able to move their coal 

and iron. 

The coal and iron men have succeeded in 
getting some modifications in the rules of 
the quarantine, but those modifications are 
limited . 

The business men of Birmingham are de- 
termined, however, that it is better to have 
a str.ct quarantine against Atlanta as long 
as the case of yellow fever exists there. 
Just as soon as the report comes that the 
vne case has run its course in Atlanta it is 
believed the merchants of Birmingham will 
be among the first to request the governor 
of the state to lift the quarantine 

The peopie of Birmingham are easily 
thrown into hysterics.~They are now more 
frightened at what they are not hearing 
than what are réally the facts. One case 
of vellow fever in Atlanta is not taken as 
the truth and there are many who believe 
that more than one case exists in Atlanta. 
There are some who believe at least a 
half dozen cases exist-in Atlanta. 

Many theatrical companies have canceled 
dates on account of the quarantine against 
Atlanta. All mail from Atlanta is fumi- 
gated the same as that coming from Ed- 
wards, Miss. Atlanta papers are being sold 
on the streets, but the people have been 
assured that the papers are well fumi- 
gated. 

lt is not believed the quarantine against 
Atlanta will be raised within three or four 
days at least. aptain H. M. Amerine, the 
state quarantine officer, is for quarantine 
against Atlanta just as long as the case 
of yellow fever is being treated, no matter 
Frew much isolation is being given to or 
how much disinfecting Js going on around 
the premises occupied by Miss Fleming, 
the retugee.

gereral government, I have the honor to 
request you to join me in securing a con- 
ference of the officers of our states and the 
general government to discuss and if possi- 
ble agree upon such a uniform and effective 
system of quarantine as will insure the 
safety and health of the people in on- 
infected locations, and at the same time re- 
lieve business and the United States mails 
of useless restrictions, the time and place 
of holding th‘s conference to be fixed by 
agreement.

Appeal Made to McKinley. 

The board of trade this afternoon received 
a long telegram in repsonse to its appeal, 
from President McKinley, that the govern- 
trent take steps to keep the mails moving.

Then Senator Atkinson Changes Heart

GOES AS A MAJORITY REPORT 


But the Majority Is Really the Minor-. 


ity and the Minority Report Will 
Be Made by the Majority. 
The Bill’s Hard Expe- 
ence in Committee 


When the joint penitentiary committee 
of the senate and house meets at the cap!- 
tol on October 25th the Hall bill will be pre- 
sented with a favorable recommendation as 
a majority utterance of the sub-committee 
by a minority vote of that body. The bill 
had the remarkable experience yesterday 
of being born, killed and resurrected on the 
same day. After long consideration and 
debate its separate sections were approved 
by the committee, and it came up for final 
consideration strengthened tn every detail 
and improved im every feature. All the 
members had contributed to this improve- 
ment, and Representative Hall was an ex- 
peciant and complaisant spectator await- 
ing the final triump’ of his measure. 

But it didn’t triumph. 
came on the adoption of the bill as a whole, 
with Representative Felder, of Fulton, the 
only absentee, and returns showed this re- 
sult: 

Ayes—Hall, Boynton, Dunwody. 
Nays—Shropshire, Dodson, Atkin- 
son, Thomas. 

Chairman Cook could not vote except in 
the event of a tie, but he openly declared 
his objections to the bill in its present form, 
and plainly intimated what his ballot would 
be if he were permitted to cast it. Imme- 
diately following the announcement of the 
vote Representative Hall. in the heat of 
disappointment. moved to adjourn sine die, 
but his motion was lost. Senator Dun- 
wody embraced the opportunity offered by 
the confusion of the moment to go into 
executive session with Senator Atkinson, 
and, during a very brief conference, learned 
that Senator Atkinson's reasons for voting 
against the bill were of a nature’ easy to 
be overcome. They concerned simply the 
limitation fixed as to the amount of land 
to be purchased by the- state as a penal 
colony, and Senator Dunwody succeeded 
in convincing the gentleman from Butts 
that this correction could be made in the 
measure at the meeting of the joint com- 
mittee. 

Second Vote Changed It. 

This led to a call for a reconsideration 
of the vote on a motion to give a favorable 
report to the Hal! bill and the second count 
resulted this way: 

Ayes—Hall, Dunwody, Boynton, At- 
kinson. 
Nays—Shropshire, Thomas, Dodson. 

Again Chairman Cook was unable to vote, 
and again Representative Felder was ab- 
sent. Both have expressed their opposition 
to the bill because of the almost limiticss 
powers which it gives to the proposed pris- 
on commission, but with one out of ear- 
shot and the other in the chair of the pre- 
siding officer their votes could not be count- 
ed, and the second ballot made the Hall 
bill the majority report of the sub-com- 
mittee. Its right to be known as 4 Ma- 
jority report is not to be questioned, and 
it would be unfair to say that it did not 
deserve such a title, but it is doubtful if 
any official document was ever presented 
under the same uncertain circumstances 
that surround this one. 

All Caim at First. 

The whole story of the day's doings are 
told in the vote. When the sub-committee 
met at 9 o'clock in the morning the consid- 
eration of the bill by sections was resumed. 
Every member present showed a disposi- 
tion to co-operate with every other mem- 
ber in the matter of perfecting the Dill, 
and for three or four hours the committee 
droned along in earnest discussion of the 
minor provisions.

In the utmost harmony the members com- 
pleted their work of adoptting the bill sec- 
‘tion by ‘section, and it was not until the 
very last paragraph had@ been approved that 
the opposition became manifest. On mo- 
tion of Senator Dunwody the bill as a 
whole came up for adoption and Chairman 
Cook was about to call for a vote when 
Senator Shropshire took the floor.

legislature was to delegate its entire author- 
ity to a commissiqn of three men, whose 
identity was unknown’ and whose ability 
and integrity had never before been demon- 
strated. 

To Limit the Commission. 

In a very eaFnest speech the senator urged 
that before the bill was finally adopted the 
sections which gave the commission limit- 
less latitude in the matter of purchasing 
land, leasing convicts, erecting prison build- 
ings and so forth, be reconsidered, and that 
the subcommittee indorse a positive plan 
directing the commission to purchase a 
farm centrally located for the juvenile, fe- 
male, aged and disabled convicts and to 


lease the others for terms not exceeding 


five yeafe, under the conditions named in 
Judge Turner’s preliminary report. He said 
that unless the subcommittee adopted some 
definite course of this sort their work would 
amount to nothing, and the next legislature 
would meet with the entire convict ques- 
tion in just as bad shape as it was when 
the last legislature adjourned. 

The speaker was followed by Represen- 
tatives Dodson and Thomas, who took prac- 
tically the same view, and by Senator At- 
Kinson, who objected to the bill because 


the maximum acres of land which the com- | 


mittee was authorized under the bill to 
purchase for convict purposes was 12.000. 
The senator thought that this was an ex- 
travagance of authority, and he drifted into 
a speechin which he practically joined the 
opposition in declaring that the measure 
was of too indefinite a character in pre- 
scriving the duties of the commissioners to 
be appointed. Representative Boynton 
made an addresg on the same line, but said 
that until some better bill was offered it 
was his intention to vote for Mr. Hall’s. 


How the Members Stand. 


This left the situation with a clear ma- 
jority against the bill—or rather against 
that portion of the bll which gave the 
prison cOmmission and not the legislatursa 
ine authority to map out .ne state's new 
convict system. During the prolonged and 
somewhat irrelevant debate which follow- 
ed, these facts were cle.trly brovght out: 

1. Every member of the sub-committee is 
opposed to the present lease system 

2. Every member is in favor of dividing 
the convicts into two classes—the first to 
consist of the boys, women, aged and dis- 
eased persons. 

3. Every member is in favor of buying 
a farm or farms on ’which to locate and 
work the second-class 29 1\‘cis under cir- 
cumstances which will make them self- 
sustafning, 

4. Every member its in favor of leasing 


, the labor of the first-class convicts under 


circumstances that will give the largest 
profit to the state. 

56. Seven of the nine members are in favor 
of creating a prison com issirn «f three 
members to be paid a salary of $2.00" ver, 
and to. take entire charge, not only of the 
felony convicts under the penitentiary sys- 
tem, but to supervise and inzpect tie insn- 
agement of misde:mevrsior ecsnvicts in tre 
various counties of the state. 

6. Every member is in favor of appro- 
priating sufficient money to purchase land 
on which to locate a modern and improved 


penitentiary as soon as sufficient funds for | 


the erection thereof accrues from the hire 
of the labor of the convicts. 

7. Four of the nine members are in favor 
of leaving all this to the three commis- 
sioners. 

8. Five of the nine members are in favor 
of the legislature’s adopting a definite plan 
locating definite property and leaving to 
the commissioners only the execution of 
the work thereafter entrusted to them. 


The Test of Strength. 


This was. the condition jof affairs when 
the vote was taken. It bécame clearly ap- 
parent that those who favored definite ac- 
tion had voted for the adoption of the var- 
fous sections of the Hall. bill, including 
the two which had been laid upon the ta- 
ble the day befor@. in order to test their 
strength upon final consideration. All of 
them expressed their approval of the gen- 


eral scope of the measure, but were em-} 


phatic in denouncing the proposition to do’ 


what Representative Thomas described as ; 


“appropriating blank dollars te a blank 
commisd#on for the purpose of doing 
blank.” Representative Hall defended his 
bill on the grounds that the capitol had 
been built b& just such a commission, and 
that the railroad commission was appoint- 
ed under the same circumstances. When 
he concluded, Chairman C ook put the ques- 
tion to a vote with the result already re- 
corded. 
Immediately following the ‘first ballat 
the opposition had the victory clearly in 
their hands, because the t.me for add- 
journment had arrived, and it would have 
been the easiest thing in the world for 
them to have left the committee room. 
Senator Shorpshire. however, showed po 
desire to take advantage of his victory, 
and when Senatér Dunwody had induced 
Senator Atkinson to recons ‘der his vote, 
the leader of the opposit‘on seconded the 
proposition to reconvene the committee. 
He said that he had no desire to end the 
work of the committee by leaving them 
with absolutely nothing to report back 
taethe joint committee, and that he was 
willing % resume operations now that 
the sentiment of the bedy had been shown 
with so much emphasis. 
And Now the Result. 

The friends of the Hall bill were quick 
to grasp the opportunity, and the second 


ballot gave them the doubtful victory for ' 


which they fought. Chairman Cook cred- 
ited them with three and a half votes 
out of nine, and Senator Atkinson was 
bantered a good deal about his change of 
heart. There was nothing left for the 
committee to do except to write its for- 
mal report, and this work Chairman 
Cook assigned to Senators Shropshire and 
Dunwoody and Representative Hall. They 
will meet tomorrow at the eapitol and 
schedule the properties offered the state 
es a site for the peral colony, which is 
about all there is to their report in addi- 
tion to the Hall bill. The committee ad- 
journed to meet at Ul o'clock next Fri- 
day. 
Immediately after adjournment there 
was a conference of the members of the 
opposition, and it speedily - - became appa- 
rent that if a minority report were to be 
presented it would be signed by a ma- 
jority of the members. This majority 
does mot agree as to the exact nature of 
the bill to be offered in opposition to 
Hall’s, but it is anxious to go on record 
as favoring a specific and not an indefi- 
nite policy. To The Constitution repre- 
sentative who called on them last night 
each one of the five expressed different 
ideas as to what should te done, and 
in this division the question of which 


is a majority and which a minority may ;

It Has Been Radically Changed, but Still Contains the Indefi- 


nite Provisions Which Constitute the Only 
Basis of Argument Against It. 


The Hall bill emerged from the conflict with somewhat doubtful honors, as 4 
majority report, but even its author admits that it is a better bill today than it 
was when he first presented it. The control of the state over misdemeanor convicts 
has betn made absolute without robbing the counties of their proper authority, 
and a system of penalties for non-compliance with the provisions of the ordinance 
has been incorporated which gives it much more backbone than it had in the be- 
ginning. Nearly every paragraph was amended in one way or enother, and the 
revised measure is the result of more than a week of hard work upon the part of 

a*dozen hard-working men. 

The bill, as it will be presented to the joint penitentiary committee of the 
house and senate, is as follows: 

The Completed Bill. 
AN ACT to create a prison commission for the state of Georgia, to define their 
duties, powers and@ compensation; to provide for the purchase of certain land, 


and for the erection thereon of a penitentiary and appurtenances upon im- 
proved modern plans, in which to keep and maintain state convicts; to provide 


for the utifization of convict labor thereon; to purchase property necessary to °* 


carry out said purposes; to place the misdemeanor convicts under the control 

of the commission; to privide for the working of certain convicts under con- 

tracts or for the hiring of same, and for other purposes. ° 

Whereas, In the opinion of the general assembly of Georgia, it has become 
necessary and proper for the state to prepare gradually for the complete abolish- 
ment of the lease system of working and caring for the convicts, and to establish 
a permanent system, whereby the convicts will be adequately punished, humanelg 
treated, reformed if possible, made self-sustaining and brought to the least ex- 
tent in competition with free labor; i 

Be it, therefore, enacted by the general assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of same— 

1. That within thirty days from the passage of this act the governor shall ap- 
point, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, three intelligent, upright 
business men from different sectionS of the state, who shall be Known as the pen- 
itentiary commission of the state of Georgia. 

2. The time of office of the commissioners so appointed shall be two, three and 
four years, respectively, the governor indicating {[n his order of appointment 
which of said commissioners shall serve for each of saidterms. Each subsequent 
appointment to fill a vacancy caused by the expiration of a term shall be for four 
years. Should any vacancies occur by reason of death, resignation or removal, 
the appointment shall be for the unexpired term. The commissioners shall elect 
one of their number chairman, whose @uty shall be to preside and when desirable 
issue calls for special meetings and such other duties as may devolve tipon him. 


The Duties of Commissioners. 

8. Before entering upon the discharge of the duties of their office each commis- 
sioner so appointed shall take the oath required by all public officers and shall 
execute a joint and several bond in the sum of $10,000 (ten thousand), payable to 
the governor of Georgia and his successors in office, conditional for the faithful 
performance of the duties devolving upon him, which bond shall be approved by 
the governor and filed and recorded as other bonds as required by law. 

4. The commissioners so appotnted shall receive as salaries for the years 18988 
and 1899 the sum of $2,900 each, and in addition thereto actual traveling expenses 
while in the discharge of their duties, which salaries shall be paid as other etate- 
house officers are now paid, and their traveling expenses by Warrant upon ‘tem- 
ized bills, certified by the board and approved by the comptroller general. After 
the year. 1898 and 1899 the commissioners shall receive such salaries as may be fixed 
by the general assembly. 

5. The commiss'‘oners shall have an office in the capitol, and such books, sta- 
tionery, stamps and other office supplies as may be needed shall be provided as 
such supplies are now furnished to the other statehouse officers. They shall se- 
lect a clerk, whose duties shall be determined by the board, whose compensation 
shall be $1,000 per annum and who shall hold office at the pleasure of the eeig 2 

6. The commission ehall have complete management an@ control of the state 
convicts, shall regulate the hours of their labor, the manner and extent of their 
punishment, the variety and quantity of their food, the kind and character of their 
clothing, and shall make such other rules and regulations as will insure their 
eafe keeping and proper care, and to employ such guards, officers and physicians 
as may be necessiry. 

It shall be the duty of one of the commissioners or an officer designated by 
them to visit from time to time, at least quarterly, the various camps where mis- 
demeanor convicts ake at work, and shall advise with the county and municipal 
authorities working , Fe in making and altering rules for their government, con- 
trol and management of said convicts. In case the said county or municipal au- 
thorities and the said commissioners shall disagree as to the management, gov- 
ernment and control of such convicts, the governor shall prescribe such rules, and, 
if the county or municipal authorities fail to comply with such rules, then the 
governor, with the commissioners, shall take such convicts from the said coufty or 
municipal authorities and deliver them to other county or municipal authorities 
complying with the rules and regulations prescribed by the governor, and in the 
event that no other county or municipal authorities shall desire them, then they 


shall be worked upon such public works as the commission may designate. 


Wide Latitude Allowed. 


7. As soon as practicable after the appointment of the commiesioners they may 
advertise in three daily papers of the sate, and Tf they deem it necessary in sev- 
eral weckly papers, once a week for twelve consecutive weeks for the purchase 
of not less than two and not more than twelve thousand acres of land, in one 
body or in several bodies, located in different parts of the state, the aggregate 
not to exceed twelve thousand acres, which shall be accessible by railroad. At 
the time specified’ by them in said advertisement they shall receive written of- 
fers of sale for such a ‘tract or tracts of tand, which offers shall be accom- 
panied by a perfect abstract of title, together with a topographical map of the 
land, tthe kind and quantity of the clay, the stone, the wa'‘er power, the water 
supply and the railroad facilittes. The commiss‘on is hereby authorized to reject 
any and all offers made or to accept the one which, after a careful inspection 
and examination, can be purchased the most cheaply. all other requirements 
being equal. But no purchase shall be made until the abstract of title has been 
examined and approved by the attorney general. They may purchase one or 
think best, lease other tracts of land, if the same can

more tracts, and if they 
be had upon reasorable terms. Before any purchase 
is empowered to make such contracts with any 
in the state for the purpose of procuring proper railroad fa- 


cilities in transporting freight and convicts to such point on said tract or tracts 


of land as may be deemed necessary, but no contract shall be ade incurring a 


greater cost to the state than reasonable tariff rates im transporting aiacaet and 


passengérs to and from said point. 
8 The commissioners may if, after a thorough examination and careful study, 


hey think best negotiate and purchase or lease for a term of years an island or 
' off the coast of the state for the purpose of establishing 
a penal colony. The is!and must be healthful and with a soil well adapted to 
farming, and must not if purchased cost exceeding $——. and if leased it shall be 
for a reasonable amount. Upon said island they shall have authority to erect 
such buildings and appurtenances and furnish such equipments as may be neces- 
sary. The purchase or lease of the island as aforesaid may be in conjunction 
with the purchase or lease of lands as provided in section 7. The products of the 
labor of the convicts shall be applied first to their own support and sustenance, 
if any, shall go to the support of such of the public institutions of 


some part of an island, 


the balance, 
the state as the commissioners may direct. 
9 With the advice and assistance, should the same be considered necessary, 


of a competent architect, the commission shall have erected on said land, so pur- 
chased. suitable buildings, stockades and appurtenances for the safe keeping and 
care of the following classes of .onvicts: Females, boys under seventeen years of 
age, aged, infirm and diseased convicts who oy reason of their age, infirmity or 
disease are unable to perform such hard manual labor as able-bodied convicts, and 
such others as in the opin‘on of the eémmissioners may be needed or utilized to 
the best interests of the state. If the land purchased or leased is an island as 
aforesaid, then such convicts as the corsnmission think best may be placed thereon 
as early as provision can be made for them, if the commiss on think best. Said 
commission shall provide: 
Some Definite Provisions. ‘ 


(a) For the keeping of male and female convicts separate and apart, so that 
they may not come in contact with each other. 

(b) For the keeping separate and apart from the other inmates of the prison 
minors under the age of seventeen years. 

(c) For the keeping separate and apart of white and colored convicts when 
not at work. and when actually at work to be kept separate and apart as far 
as practicable. 

(d) To provide a separate cell for sleeping purposes for each convict, so that 
no communication can be had one with another after the hours of retiring. 

The commiss‘oners are also authorized to contract for and purchase such 
furniture, machinery, utensils, impiements, live stock and other equipments as 
may be found necessary to carry out the intention of this act, and to contract 
for and construct such water supply and heating arrangements as may be nec- 
essary. 

10. If by reason of the forfeiture of any lease contract now in existence any pore 
tion of the convicts shculd be retaken by the state from the present lessees, be- 
fore the lease contract expires, the commissioners may place said convicts, so 
retaken, wpon said land, making suitable arrangements for their care and main- 
tenance, and utilize their labor in erecting the buildings, stockade and appur- 
tenances heretofore provided for, or guch other labor as the commissioners deem 
profitable. Or if equitable arrangements can be made with any of said lessees, 
whereby the state may resume control of such portion of the convicts as may be 
needed for-this purpose, the commissioners are authorized to make such ar- 
rangements and use said convicts in the manner and for the purpose specified, 
but no such arrangement shall be made unl@ss it will be cheaper to the state 


than free labor. 
11. Should the attthorities of any county or any municipal corporation in this 


state desire to wtilze any number of State or felony convicts on the public roads 


in their respective counties or townshipe, said authorities may file with said com- 
mission a requisition stating the number wanted, the kind of work to be done. 
and the term for which they will be wanted, which requisition must be filed wth 

said board by the 10th day of August, 18%, and said commissioners are hereby

Believes in the Convict System Suggested by the Hall Bill, 


but Says It Is the Duty of the Legislature and 
Not of a Commission to Frame the State’s Policy. 


- As soon as the sub-committee adjourned Senator Shropshire, who led the op- 
position to the Hall bill, held a brief conference with the other members. No 
peace negotiations were signed and immediately afterwards he wrote the following 
statement as an expression of sentiment on the part of those who do not yet know 
whether they are a majority or a minority. It was later read to Chairman Phil 
Cook at the Kimball hovse, and he indorsed it. It is known to meet the. views of 
at least two other members of the suh-committee: 

“Editor Constitution—I desire tu say that Mr. Hall has shown in the preparation 
of his bill careful study and thorough knowledge of the convict question. It is 
a splendid bill to operate on as a basis for legislation. I moved in committee to 
make it the special order, passing upon it section by section, hoping that when we 
had concluded our labors the bill would reflect at least the sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the sub-committee, formed from as full investigation of the subject as 
time and opportunity would permis 

“I am frank to say the bill reflects my opinion. My objection to it is that it 
reflects everybody else’s opinion, and, in the end, the opinion of nobody. Shou!d 
the bill pass in its present shape it would but suggest to the commissioners all 
the plans seriously advocated and leave then to adopt any one of them. I believe 
with the able chairman of the senate committee, that the legislature should take 
the responsibility of enacting into law at least a “definite plan, leaving to a com- 
mission only such authority as the legislature cannot possibly assume. 


The State’s Responsibility. 

“I am of the opinion (and my opinion, like others on this question, necessarily 
cannot be original,) that under the present financial and social conditions in Geor- 
gia there is but one solution, in the main of the question, to-wit: the hiring 
per day of able-bodied, long-termed convicts for a period not exceeding five years, 
the state retaining complete control, care and keeping, passing all needful regu- 
lations consistent with the proper punishment of the violators of her laws.- By 
this method I mean to say the state should be responsible for the proper punish- 
ment of convicts, and this done, {t necessarily follows tiat it will be done hu- 
manely. 

“I have no agrsement with those who entertain sickly sentiment for the 
poor convict. [I am of the class who believe fhat if the state executes punish- 
ment it will be in accordance with her dignity: That the state loses heg dignity 
and brings disgrace to herself by leaving all to the greed of private individuals 
I have no doubt. This manner of hiring will dispose of profitably about 1,800 con- 
victs. i 

The Question of Profit. 

“The other class of cénvicts, that is to say, the women, the boys and the aged 
and infirm, should be kept on a farm, all separate and apart, and, if possible, 
made self-sustaining. They should have moral and manual training and, by this 
method, all reasonable means yged to reform them, keeping at all times in view 
a proper punishment for their crimes. This farm, of course, should be centrally 
located so as to cheapen transporfation and be of easy access to the public. 

“It should be of sufficient acreage and adaptability not only to accommodate 
the class mentioned, but to build thereon, if it becomes necessary, a central 
prison for all the convicts. I believe, however, it is u distant day when a central 
prison for all the convicts can be built and managed without great loss. 

“These ideas, rudely expressed, may seem to many harsh and inhumane. My 
sympathy first is with the honest ‘taxpayers of my state—those who have the 
interest of our state at heart, supporting her state institutions, her churches, 
schools and society, rather than with the criminal. 


_ Power Under the Hall Bill. 

“I shall not go fufther into detail. It is sufficient to say that the able bill 
offered by Mr. Hall d@es not express the judgment of a very large element of the 
sub-committee, on account of the fact that they believe that under it the. commis- 
sion has power to buy a farm or farms, lease a farm or farms, buy Sapelo, or 
Osabaw, or any other sea island, or theDade,coal mines, or any portion of the 
coast or island, place anywhere a state penitentiary, farm with all her convicts, 
manufacture with all her convicts, refuse to hire them, refuse to locate a central 
prison, or do or refuse to do almost anything which has or has not been suggested. 

“If I misconstrue the bill I know I could not misconstrue it if it directed the 
hiring of the convicts per diem as suggested by the purchasing of one centrally 
Jocated farm, and the placing therecn the class of convicts as suc: 
gested and the powers of the commission confined to these things alone. 

“If the commission is confined to a certain policy the question is at an end 
and eternally out of politics. 

“While I hardly think my views on this question will change, yet as a repre- 
sentative of the people, I have the right on information which I have not and 
opinions of the various able representatives from whom I have heard no expres- 
sion to change my views. WESLEY SHROPSHIRE. 

“Atlanta, _Ga., October 2, 1897.” 
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which same are received and the convicts furnished thereon as the commission 
may be able; but the convicts so furnished shall be short term (not over two 
years) men, and physically able to dothe work required of them. In no event 
shall any county be furnished with felony convicts whose authorities fail to 
work its oWn misdemeanor convicts on the public roads or public works. Should 
such requisition be made and the convicts furnished, the county authorities 
shall provide, without cost to the state, all transportation, maintenance, guards 
and other necessaries and shall pay to the state not less than $36 for each cone 
vict, to be collected: and applied as the hire of conivets as heretofore provided. 
And ithe said convicts shall be governed and controlled by the rules and regula- 
tions provided by the commission. 
A Temporary Penetentiary. 

12. At the same time that advertisements are published for the purchase of 
land as provided by section 7 of this act, said commission may, if they think best, 
run a similar advertisement offering for hire, for a term not longer than five yeara, 
all the convicts not embraced in section 9% of this act, and not furnished to county 

authorities as provided by section 11, to be employed in coal and iron mining. burn- 
ing coke, iron foundries, building railroads, quarrying stone, sawmills, turpentine 
farms and agricultural pursuits, the offer to be submitted in writing by September 
1, 1898, the state furnishing all transportation, maintenance and clothing. guarding 
and hospital treatment, the Hirer furnishing only such buildings as may he re- 
quired (which shall be stated in the osdvertisement) and paying for the daily labor 
at an agreed price per capita. 

At the time fixed in said advertisement the commission shall award said con- 
viets or any of them to the bfa@der or b'dders who offers the highest and best price 
for the labor, byt may reject any and all of said bids, and may make any other con- 
tract of hiring on the plan specified, which. in their judgment, will carry out the 
intention of this act and subserve the best interests of the state. 

In contracting for the hiring of the convicts, it is thought best that but one 
party or company should be dealt with, all the convicts hired to the same peraon 
or corporation, but if it should be féund to be to the best interest of the state they 
may te hired to different parties or companies. All contracts made shall provide 
for suitable bond, to be approved by the commissioners, ta be made by the hirer, 
payable to the governor arid his successors in office, in an amount to be fixed by 
the commission, conditional fcr the faithful payment of the hire and sbservance 
of the contract and of such rules and regulations as may be adopted by the com- 
missioners, and that, whenever any bond executed by the hirer of said convicts, as 
contemplated, the property of suid principal and security or securities, on said 
bond shall be bound from the time o an execution thereof for the payment of any 
and all liability arising from any breach of said bond, and the hire shall be paid 
into the treasury of the state at the end of each three months from the date of 
the hiring, upon a certified statement submitted by the commiss‘oners to the comp- 
troller general, ten days being allowed said hirer to pay the hire after such state- 
ment has been so filed. 

If the commission should purchase or lease an island, or any part thereof. as 
heretofore provided, then the hiring of any part of the convicts as provided in 
this section shall.be optional with them 


State Secured Against Loss. 


13. Upon default in the paymemt of the hire of the convicts as heretofore pro- 
vided, the comptroller general shall issue instanter an execu‘ion for the amount 
of hire due, together with all interest and costs. In the event the said con- 
tracts of hire are, for any cause, forfeted, the comptroiler general shal!. upon 
not fication by the commission that said forfeiture had occurred, collect, in 
addition to the hire aforesaid, 25 per cent on the said bond as liquidated dam- 
ages, with all costs: which said execution sha'l be collected as executions 


against tax collectors are now colleced by law. 


14. The commiss'oners may also advertise for plans and _ specifications for 
penitentiary buildings, wails, machine shops, manufacturing build'ngs and appur- 
tenances for a permanent prison or prisons on the property so bought, looking tu 
the erection and building of a permanent s‘ate prison, of the most approved 
and modern plans, of brick or stone and steel, capable of caring for all the state 
convicts, with a view to separating them as heretofore provided, and shall adopt 
that plan which, in the’r judgement, is bes: suited to the wants of the state. pay- 


ing for gaid plans and specifications not more than the sum of $1,000. 


15. Upon the expiration of the present leare contract, the commissioners shall 
place upon the property purchased, the females who shall be put at such labor as 
is best. suited to their sex and strength and shall employ a matron who shail have 
supervision of all the femates and their quarters, and who shall <clischarge such 
upon sa‘d 
farm all boys under seventeen years» of age, who shail be put at such work as 
is best suited to their strength and ace. making provision for such moral and 
manual training as may be conducive ‘o their reformation and restoration to 
g00d <c‘tizenship.

Again Chairman Cook was unable to vote, 
and again Representative Felder was ab- 
sent. Both have expressed their opposition

On mo- 
tion of Senator Dunwody the bill as a 
whole came up for adoption and Chairman 
Cook was about to call for a vote wher 
Senator Shropshire took the floor. The sen- 
ator said That he was in favor of the gen- 
eral plan and policy of the bill, but that in 
its present shape it meant simply that the 
legislature was to delegate its entire author- 
ity to a commissign of. three men, whose 
identity was unknown and whose ability 
and integrity had never before been demon- 
strated. 

To Limit the Commission. 

In a very earnest speech the senator urged 
that before the bill was finally adopted the 
sections which gave the commission limit- 
less latitude in the matter of purchasing 
land, leasing convicts, erecting prison build- 
ings and so forth, be reconsidered, and that 
the subcommittee indorse a positive plan 
directing the commission to purchase a 
farm centrally located for the juvenile, fe- 
male, aged and disabled convicts and to 


-lease the others for terms not exceeding 


five years, under the conditions named in 
Judge Turner’s preliminary report. He said 
that unless the subcommittee adopted some 
definite course of this sort their work would 
amount to nothing, and the next legislature 
would meet with the entire convict ques- 
tion in just as bad shape as it was when 
the last legislature adjourned. 

The speaker was followed by Represen- 
tatives Dodson and Thomas, who took prac- 
tically the same view, and by Senator At- 
Kinson, who objected to the bill because

THE HALL BILL STANDS AS THE 
COMMITTEE'S MAJORITY REPORT 


It Has Been Radically Changed, but Still Contains the Indefi- 


nite Provisions Which Constitute the Only 
Basis of Argument Against It. 


The Hall bill emerged from the conflict with somewhat doubtful honors, as a 
majority report, but even its author admits that it is a better bill today than it 
was when he first presented it. The control of the state over misdemeanor convicts 
has bebn made absolute without robbing the counties of their proper authority, 
and a system of penalties for non-compliance with the provisions of the ordinance 
has been incorporated which gives it much more backbone than it had in the be- 
ginning. Nearly every paragraph was amended in one way or another, and the 
revised measure is the result of more than a week of hard work upon the part of 
a’dozen hard-working men. 

The bill, as it will be presented to the joint penitentiary committee of the 
house and senate, is as follows: 

The Completed Bill. 
AN ACT to create a prison commission for the state of Georgia, to define their 
duties, powers and@ compensation; to provide for the purchase of certain land, 


and for the erection thereon of a penitentiary and appurtenances upon im- 
proved modern plans, in which to keep and maintain state convicts; to provide 


for the utilization of convict labor thereon; to purchase property necessary to-* 


carry out said purposes; to place the misdemeanor convicts under the control 

of the commission; to privide for the working of certain convicts — con- 

tracts or for the hiring of same, and for other purposes. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the general assembly of Georgia, it has become 
necessary and proper for the state to prepare gradually for the complete abolish- 
ment of the lease system of working and caring for the convicts, and to establish 
a permanent system, whereby the convicts will be adequately punished, humanelg 
treated, reformed if possible, made self-sustaining and brought to the least ex- 
tent in competition with free labor; 

Be it, therefore, enacted by the general assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby 


* enacted by authority of same— 


1. That within thirty days from the passage of this act the governor shall ap- 
point, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, three intelligent, upright 
business men from different sections’ of the state, who shall be Known as the pen- 
er commission of the state of Georgia. 

. The time of office of the commissioners so appointed shal] be two, three and 
hone years, respectively, the governor indicating in his order of appointment 
which. of said commissioners shall serve for each of saidterms. Each subsequent 
appointment to fill a vacancy caused by the expiration of a term shall be for four 
years. Should any vacancies occur by reason of death, resignation or removal, 
the appointment shall be for the unexpired term. The commissioners shall elect 
one of their number chairman, whose duty shall be to preside and when desirable 
issue calls for special meetings and such other duties as may devolve Upon him. 


The Duties of Commissioners. 

38. Beforesentering upon the discharge of the duties of their office each commis- 
sioner so appointed shall take the oath required by all public officers and shall 
execute a joint and several bond in the sum of $10,000 (ten thousand), payable to 
the governor of Georgia and his successors in office, conditional for the faithful 
performance of the duties devolving upon him, which bond shall be approved by 
the governor and filed and recorded as other bonds as required by law. 

4. The commissioners so appotnted shall receive as salaries for the years 1898 
and 1889 the sum of $2,900 each, and in addition thereto actual traveling expenses 
while in the discharge of their duties, wnich salaries shall be paid as other etate- 
house officers are now paid, and their traveling expenses by Warrant upon -‘tem- 
ized bills, certified by the board and approved by the comptroller general. After 
the years 1898 and 1899 the commissioners shall receive such salaries as may be fixed 
by the general assembly. 

5. The commissioners shall have an office in the capitol, and such books, sta- 
tionery, stamps and other office supplies as may be needed shall be provided as 
such supplies are now furnished to the other statehouse officers. They shall se- 
lect a clerk, whose duties shall be determined by the board, whose compensation 
shall be $1,000 per annum and who shall hold office at the pleasure of the er 

6. The commission ehall have complete management an@ control of the state 
convicts, shall regulate the hours of their labor, the manner and extent of their 
punishment, the variety and quantity of their food, the kind and character of their 
clothing, and shall make such other rules and regulations as will insure their

as may be necessary. 
It shall be the duty of one of the commissioners or an officer designated by

7. As soon as practicable after the appointment of the commiesioners they may 
advertise in three daily papers of the sate, and Tf they deem it necessary in sev- 
eral weckly papers, once a week for twelve consecutive weeks for the purchase 
of not less than two and not more than twelve thousand acres of land, in one 
body or in several bodies, located in different parts of the state, the aggregate 
not to exceed twelve thousand acres, which shall be accessible by railroad. At 
the time specified by them in said advertisement they shall receive written of- 
fers of sale for such a tract or tracts of tand, which offers shall be accom- 
panied by a perfect abstract of title, together with a topographical map of the 
land, ‘tthe kind and quantity of the clay, the stone, the wa'‘er power, the water 
supply and the railroad facilities. The commission is hereby authorized to reject 
anv and all. offers made or to accept the one which, after a careful inspection 
and examination, can be purchased the most cheaply, all other requirements 
being equal. But no purchase shall be made until the abstract of title has been 
examined and approved by the attorney general. They may purchase one or

age, aged, infirm and diseased convicts who oy reason of their age, infirmity or 
disease are unable to perform such hard manual labor as able-bodied convicts, and 
such others as in the opin‘on of the eommissioners may be needed or utilized to 
the best interests of the state. If the land purchased or leased is an island as

Some Definite Provisions. 


(a) For the keeping of male\and female convicts separate and apart, 
they may not come in contact with each other. 

(b) For the keeping separate and apart from the other inmates of the prison 
minors under the age of seventeen years. 

(c) For the keeping separate and apart of white and colored convicts when 
not at work, and when actually at work to be kept separate and apart as far 
as practicable. 

(a) To provide a separate cell for sleeping purposes for each convict, so that 
no communication can be had one with another after the hours of retiring. 

The commissioners are also authorized to contract for and purchase such 
furniture, machinery, utensils, impiements, live stock and other equipmants as 
may: be found necessary to carry out the intention .of this act, and to contract 
for and construct such water supply and heating arrangements as may’ be nec- 
essary. ; 

10. If by reason of the forfeiture of any lease contract now in existence any por- 
tion of the convicts shculd be retaken by the state from the present lessees. be- 
fore the lease contract expires, the commissioners may place said convicts. se 
retaken, upon said land, making suitable arrangements for their care and main- 
tenance, and utilize their labor in erecting the buildings, stockade and appur- 
tenances heretofore provided for, or such other labor as the commissioners deem 
profitable. Or if equitable arrangements can be made with any of said lessees, 
whereby the state may resume control of such portion of the convicts as may be 
needed for-this purpose, the commissioners are authorized to make such ar- 
rangements and use said convicts in the manner and for the purpose specified, 
but no such arrangement shall be made unl@ss it will be cheaper to the state 
than free labor. 

11. Should the authorities of any county or any municipal corporation in this 
state desire to wtilze any number of State or felony convicts on the public roads 
in their respective counties or townshipe, said authorities may file with said com- 
mission a requisitton stating the number wanted, the kind of work to be done. 
and the term for which they will be wanted, which requisition must be filed with 
said board by the 10th day of August, 189%, and said commissioners are hereby 
authorized to furnish said county authorities the number so required.

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SENATOR SHROPSHIRE OUTLINES 
THE REPORT OF THE MINORITY 


Believes in the Convict System Suggested by the Hall Bill, 


but Says It Is the Duty of the Legislature and 
Not ofa Commission to Frame the State’s Policy. 


As soon as the sub-committee adjourned Senator Shropshire, who led the op- 
position to the Hall bijl, held a brief conference with the other members. No 
peace negotiations were signed and immediately afterwards he wrote the following 
statement as an expression of sentiment on the part of those who do not yet know 
whether they are a majority or a minority. It was later read to Chairman Phil 
Cook at the Kimball house, and he indorsed it. It is known to meet the views of 
at least two other members of the suh-committee: 

“Editor Constitution—I desire tu say that Mr. Hall has shown in the preparation 
of his bill careful study and thorough knowledge of the convict question. It is 
a splendid bill to operate on as a basis for legislation. I moved in committee to 
make it the special order, passing upon it section by section, hoping that when we 
had concluded our labors the bill would reflect at least the sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the sub-committee, formed from as full investigation of the subject as 
time and opportunity would permit. 

“I am frank to say the bill reflects my opinion. My objection to it is that it 
reflects everybody else’s opinion, and, in the end, the opinion of nobody. Shou!d 
the bill pass in its present shape it would but suggest to the commissioners all 
the plans seriously advocated and leave then to adopt any one of them. I believe 
with the able chairman of the senate committee, that the legislature should take 
the responsibility of enacting into law at least a ‘definite plan, leaving to a com- 


_ mission only such authority as the legislature cannot possibly assume. 


The State’s Responsibility. } 

“I am of the opinion (and my opinion, like others on this ‘question, necessarily 
cannot be original,) that under the present financial and social conditions in Geor- 
gia there is but one solution, in the main of the question, to-wit: the hiring 
per day of able-bodied, long-termed convicts for a period not exceeding five years, 
the state retaining complete control, care and keeping, passing all needful regu- 
lations consistent with the proper punishment of the violators of her laws.- By 
this method I mean to say the state should be responsible for the proper punish- 
ment of convicts, and this done, it necessarily follows tiat it will be done hu- 
manely. 

“I have no agr2ement with those who entertain sickly sentiment 
poor convict. I am of the class who believe that if the state executes punish- 
ment it will be in accordance with her dignity. That the state loses her dignity 
and brings disgrace to herself by leaving all to the greed of private individuals 
I have no doubt. This manner of hiring will dispose of profitably about 1.800 con- 
victs, f 

The Question of Profit. 

“The other class of convicts, that is to say, the women, the boys and the aged 
and infirm, should be kept on a farm, all separate and apart, and, if possible, 
made self-sustaining. They should have moraleand manual training and, by this 
method, all reasonable means yged to reform them, keeping at all times in view 
a proper punishment for their crimes. This farm, of course, should be centrally 
located so as to cheapen transporfation and be of easy access to the public. 

“It should be of sufficient acreage and adaptability not only to accommodate 
the class mentioned, but to build thereon, if it becomes necessary, a central 
prison for all the convicts. I believe, however, it is u distant day when a central 
prison for all the convicts can be built and managed without great loss. 

“These {deas, rudely expressed, may seem to many harsh and inhumane. My 
sympathy first is with the honest taxpayers of my state—those who have the 
interest of our state at heart, supporting her state institutions, her churches, 
schools and society, rather than with the criminal. 


- Power Unden the Hall Bill. 

“T shall not go fufther into detail. It is sufficient to say that the able bill 
offered by Mr. Hall dges not express the judgment of a very large element of the 
sub-committee, on account of the fact that they believe that under it the:commis- 
sion has power to buy a farm or farms, lease a farm or farms, buy Sapelo, or 
Osabaw, or any other sea island, or theDade,coal mines, or any portion of the 
coast or island, place anywhere a state penitentiary, farm with all her convicts, 
manufacture with all her convicts, refuse to hire them, refuse to locate a central 
prison, or do or refuse to do almost anything which has or has not been suggested. 

“If I misconstrue the bill I know I could not misconstrue it if it directed the 
hiring of the convicts per diem as suggested by the purchasing of one centrally 
Jocated farm, and the placing therecn the class of convicts as suc: 
gested and the powers of the commission confined to these things alone. 

“If the commission is confined to a certain policy the question is at an end 
and eternally out of politics. 

“While I hardly think my views on this question will change, yet as a repre- 
sentative of the people, I have the right on information which I have not ard 
opinions of the various able representatives from whom I have heard no expres- 
sion to change my views. WESLEY SHROPSHIRE.

12. At the same time that advertisements are published for the purchase of 
land as provided by section 7 of this act, said commission may, if they think best, 
run a similar advertisement offering for hire, for a term not longer than five years, 
all the convicts not embraced in section 9 of this act, and not furnished to county 
authorities as provided by section 11, te be employed in coal and iron mining, burn- 
ing coke, iron foundries, building railroads, quarrying stone, sawmills, turpentine 
farms and agricultural pursuits, the offer to be submitted in writing by September 
1, 1898, the state furnishing all transportation, maintenance and clothing. guarding 
and hospital treatment, the hirer furnishing only such buildings as may be re- 
quired (which shall be stated in the osdvertisement) and paying for the dai ly labor 
at an agreed price per capita. 

At the time fixed in said advertisement the commission shall award said con- 
viets or any of them to the bidder or b'dders who offers the highest and best price 
for the labor, but may reject any and all of said bids, and may make any other con- 
tract of hiring on the plan specified, which, in their judgment, will carry out the 
intention of this act and subserve the best interests of the state. 

In contracting for the hiring of the convicts, it is thought best that but one 
party or.company should be dealt with, all the convicts hired to the same person 
or corporation, but if it should be féund to be to the best interest of the state they 
may te hired to different parties or companies. All contracts made shall provide 
for suitable bond, to be approved by the commissioners, ta be made by the hirer, 
payable to the governor arid his(successors in office, in an amount to be fixed by 
the commission, conditional fcr the faithful payment of the hire and observance 
of the contract and of such rules and regulations as may be adopted by the com- 
missioners, and that, whenever any bond executed by the hirer of said convicts, as 
contemplated, the property of said principal and security or securities, on said 
bond shall be bound from the time of the execution thereof for the payment of any 
and all liability arising from any breach of said bond, and the hire shall be paid 
into the treasury of the state at the end of each three months from the date of 
the hiring, upon a certified statement submitted by the commiss!oners to the comp- 
troller general, ten days being allowed said hirer to pay the hire after such state- 
ment has been so filed. 

If the commission should purchase or lease an island, or any part thereof, as 
heretofore provided, then the hiring of any part of the convicts as provided in 
this section shall be optional with them. 


State Secured Against Loss. > 

13. Upon default in the payment of the hire of the convicts as heretofore pro- 
vided, the comptroller general shall issue instanter an execu:ion for the amount 
of hire due, together with a]] interest and costs. In the event the said con- 
tracts of hire are, for any cause. forfetted, the comptroiler general shall. upon 
notification by the commission that said forfeiture had occurred, collect, in 
addition to the hire aforesaid, 25 per cent on the said bond as liquidated dam- 
ages, with all costs: which said execution sha‘'l be collected as executions 
against tax collectors are now colleced by law.

A Uniform Quarantine. 

We publish elsewhere in today’s issue 
of The Constitution a letter from Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs, of this city, to Congress- 
man L. F. Livingston, bearing upon the 
yellow fever situation in the south. The 
letter deals especially with the rigid 
quarantine measures which have been 
adopted in various localities through- 
out this section since the yellow fever 
made its appearance along the gult 
coast, and seeks to interest our con- 
gresman in the advocacy of some meas- 
ure looking toward the adoption of 
more uniform regulations. 

As pointed out by Dr. Jacgbs in his 
letter, the quarantine measures now in 
force throughout the south are alto- 
gether lacking in uniformity; and there 
can be no doubt of the fact that much 
of the embarrasment to commerce and 
travel cccasioned by these measures 
during the past few days is due rather 
to the absence of some general sys- 
tem in warding-off the disease than to 
the actual severity of local quarantine 
measures themselves. In some _ loca!- 
ities absurd quarantine regulations have 
been adopted without the least provo- 
cation or excuse; and because of the 
groundless apprehensions which have 
given rise to these restrictions, business 
of every kind has been retarded in this 
section as though the yellow fever ac- 
tually existed in all parts of the south. 
To condense the grievance into a single 
sentence the demoralization which pre- 
vails throughout this section on account 
of the yellow fever scare is wholly at 
Variange with the diminutive propor- 
tions Of the yellow fever: epidemic. 

The suggestion which Dr. Jacobs 
makes to Congressman Livingston as a 
remedy for much of the evil which ex- 
ists under the present loose quaranfine 
system is that congress, at its approach- 
ing session, in December, enact a statute 
providing for a complete system of 
health supervisors under a federal board 
of health. In this way, he contends, 
authentic information concerning the 
spread of epid@mics and the general 
sanitary conditién of the country can 
be gathered on Which to base uniform 


|quarantine regulations whenever such 


regulations shall become necessary. The 
suggestion of Dr. «Jacobs has much to 
recommend it to the favor of our na- 


| tional lawmakers; but why not go still 


further and ask the federal government 
to take charge of all quarantine regu- 
lations whenever a scourge makes its 
appearance in the country, just as it 
does of quarantine matters at Bruns- 
wick, Savannah and other towns along 
our coast which are ocasionally exposed 
to disease germs from foreign vessels 
coming into their respective harbors? 
The matter is One which should be care- 
fully considered in all its bearings and 
our national lawmakers cannot be too

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, | Water-Ground Meal—Also Dumplings. 


A correspondent, who is also an edi- 
tor, writes as follows: 

Editor Constitution—As the author of the 
inclosed, reproduced in The Indianapolis 
Journal, please tell me why water-ground 
meal is better for the pone than steam- 
water mills than steam, 
as'l under stand you to mean. 

A Kentucky lady recently told me that 
the corn meal in her state was fruch su- 
perior to ours, and the mills there, she safe), 
are water mills. Just a word in reply will 
be sufficient. Yours, ete,,

But more than a word is necessary 
on this interesitng subject. The differ- 
ence between water-ground meal and 
steam-ground corn meal is that which 
always exists between that which is 
gocd and that which is bad. We have 
heard various reasons given for it—rea- 
sons that are theories only, and yet 
plausible. 

One is that the steam-sfround meal 
gets headted between the stones, the 
idea being that the mill is driven more 
rapidly by steam than by water. 

Another theory is that a steam mill 
grinds the meal finer than a water mill, 
but this is a mere matter of regulating 
the stones. 

Our own opinion is that the move- 
ments of a water mill are more regular 
when the machinery is in motion than 
those of a steam-driven mill. The pul- 
sations of the engine are lacking in one 
and are present in another. “More than 
that, the water mills are almost invaria- 
bly tended by men’who have long ex- 
perience and who have the habit of con- 
stantly testing the meal with their fin- 
gers as it falls into the bin. 

At any rate, ke the reason what it 
may, there is no comparison between 
water-ground and steam-ground meal 
The bread from one come; to table witb 
@ certain sponginess and _ lightness 
while bread from the other is clammv 
—“sobby,” as Chloe calls it—heavy and 
indigestible. It will have a raw and 
an unpleasant taste, even though it be 
cooked till the crust {is burned. Dump- 
lings made from it will have a taste of 
the dough, in spite of anv seasoning 
you may give to the pot liquor. We 
warn all and singular, therefore, that 
whatever The Constitution has said 
heretofore, or may say hereafter in be- 
half of the dishes that may be made 
from corn meal, bears no relation 
whatever to steam-ground meal. Your 
groceryman can easily supply you with 
water-greund meal. If he cannot trans- 
fer your trade to one who can. 

Sreaking of dumplings. we call aftf- 
tention to the fact that the season is 
ripe for them. They shou!d be made in 
the similitude of biscuits. placed on the 
kitchen sroon and carefully and quietly 
lowered into the pot in which the turnip 
greens have been boiling for (say) fif- 
teen or tweptv. minutes. No doubt we 
shonld say turnip “salad” in order to 
meet the views of some. But we are 
not prepared to corrupt the English 
idiom. If your neighbor sends over to 
ask for “a mess of turnip salad,” that. 
is good English, because the truck is

growing in the garden. But when the| fore dark’ 


‘ge me 


salad goes to pot it immediately becomes 
“greens.” 

Well, then, having settled this point 
for the benefit of native and foreign 
philologians, we return to our dump- 
lings, which are now boiling with the 
greens. If the matter has been handled 
delicately, the dumplings have not fallen 
to pieces, but are engaged in giving gen- 
tle chase to a pod of red pepper that 
was thrown in with the greens, or in 
trying to escape ‘the hunk of bacon 
which gives a relish and flavor to the 
greer*. The pot should not be permit- 
ted tv boil violently, for this would de- 
stroy the shape and consistency of the 
dumplings, and give to the turnip greens 
a toughness that is not naturally theirs. 

Kiverything having come off success- 
fully up to this point, there is nothing 
to do but take the pot from the“fire ana 
set it to one side. When the, simmer- 
ing has ceased, the dumplings should be 
carefully placed in a dish by themselves. 
So with the greens and the hunk of ba- 
con, with its streak of lean and streak 
of fat—preferably a little more fat than 
lean, 

Now, then, instead of teasing your 
stomach and wrecking your digestion 
On soups that come in tin cans and 
have nothing to recommend them but 
their French names, have Chloe to ladle 
you out a supply of the pot liquor in 
which the greens and the dumplings 
have been cooked. Season it with vine- 
gar, or iff your taste be garish, with 
Worcestershire sauce, and into a plate 
of it drop two dumplings. You will 
then have kefore you a supply of na- 
ture’s Own soup, in which no French- 
man has had a finger; and you may par- 
take of it freely, with the certainty that 
it will bring no remorse even to a 
weary stomach or a weak digestion. 

All this presupposes the fact that the 
dumplings ere made of water-ground 
meal—otherwise they will breed dys- 
pepsia. 

It will thus be seen that, in addition 
to telling Editor Kingsbury all we know 
about steam-ground meal, we have 
thrown in a good deal of pleasing itr- 
formation in regard to dumplings and 
other accessories. But that is ever the 
way of The QGonstitution. It undertakes 
not only to give all the news, but to 
throw a halo around the old-time din- 
ner-pot, to the end that the traditions of 
the past may not perish from the face 
of the earth. And if Editor Kingsbury 
is related to Charley and Joe Kings- 
bery, of Atlanta—though the name is 
spelled differently—let him ask them if 
what we.say about water-ground mea! 
is not a part of the home-raisine of 
every old-time family in old Carroll 
county. 
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A Ridiculous Rumor. 

The most ridiculous rumor which has 
yet found soil in the fears of Great 
Britain with respect to the intentions 
of this country is the one which credits 
the United States with a desire to an- 
nex Greenland at some time in the near 
future. 

This imputed desire on our part comes 
gratuitously from the®other side of ihe 
water and is altogether too absurd to 
be seriously considered. Greenland, at 
present, belongs to Denmark, and even 
if that power desired to part with its 
property in the aretie regions it is 
doubtful whether or not the United 
States would think for a moment of 
buying it. In discussing the matter The 
Springfield Republican says: 

How would England and Canada be likely 
to regard such a purchase? Consult a map 
of the world, and observe how the great 
peninsula of Greenland reaches down as 
far as northern [abrador, and almost to 
the latitude of the most northern point of 
Scotland. A naval station planted by a 
strong naval power on the coast of southern 
Greenland would threaten the whote north 
Atlantic ocean, and particularly cominuni- 
calion between Great Britain and Canada. 
In case of war between the United States 
and Great Britain an American naval base 
at that point would prove decidedly annoy- 
ing to the British sea power. For these 
reasons England could object to the passing 
of Greenland under the control of the 
United States or any great power witb as 
much justification as we have always ob- 
jected to the sajJle of Cuba by Spain to any 
other European state. 

The rumor that the United States is ne- 
gotiating for Greenland ts not to be credit- 
ed, but in case an American administration 
should ever seriously embark upon sv un- 
necessary and perilous an enterprise, let us 
be prepared for a furious row with Great 
Britain and Canada, which, more than all 
the world beside, are concerned in the own- 
ership of Greenland in a military sense. 

What ridiculous rumor concerning the 
designs of the United States will alarm 
the fears of our British friends next? 
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What will Spain do with her Weyler?

The unquestionable advantages of At- 
lanta as a distributing point, and as a lo- 
cation for all business ventures, are so 
apparent that they daily attract new 
branches of business.

F. Tennyson Neely, 
of New York, also issues two volumes of 
mine: a novel, ‘“‘An Innocent Cheat,” and 
three shorter ones in “‘A Novelette Tri- 
ology.’” We had heavy orders for these 
placed, with a most flattering outlook for 
winter bsuiness. We were forced to coun- 
termand in toto. Besides, we had. just 
brought out, in very handsome form, my 
latest war novel, ‘Crag “Nest, a Romance of 
the Ddys of Sheridan's Ride.’ The fall or- 
ders for this were general and large; they 
cannot be sent through quarantine. An 
important beok of memoirs by a distin- 
guished publicist was in preparation; a 
brilliant romance by a known writer, to- 
gether with'‘a number of pamphiets of 
varied class.

Alexander & Lambdin. The Underwriter 
Mutual Insurance Company was organized 
several months ago and has been doing 
quite an extensive business throughout the 
state, it is said, with its principat office ig 
Atlanta. It was charged in the bill that 
Mr. J. ‘B. Stewart Was president and Mr 
L. C. Stacey secretary of the company.

The funeral of M. Foote, Sr., took place 
last night shortiv after 10 from 
the residence of h'is daughter, Sam- 
uels, a: 197 South Pryor street. 

The funeral wes largely attended bv 
the friends of the deceased and the house 
Was crowded with thers. He was a prom- 
fnent Hebrew and was weil Known in 
Atlanta. He had been identified with 
movements for the adyancement of the 
interes's- of Atlanta and had been one 
of the solid business men of the city. 

When the war broke out he shouldered 
his musket and went to fight for the 
southern cause with a Charleston, 8S. C., 
regiment. He was wounded and after his 
recovery had charge of the armory work 
in one of the South Carolina cities. 

Mr. Foote was a member of several of 
the secret orders of the city and the 
members of these attended his funcral in 
a body last night. The Masons were well 
represented and members of Mr. Foote’s 
lolge acted as pallbearers. Several other 
orders were represented. 

The funeral was cne of the first night 
funerals that has taken place in Atlanta 
in some time and this made it even more 
solemn and impressive. A night funeral 
is sgmething unusual and is only heard 
of in cases where it is necessary to send 
the remains of the deceased off on a 
night train. | 

Rabbi Marx officiated tat the funeral 
and gave a short talk on the life of Mr. 
Foote. He spoke of him as one of the 
leaders of his race and a man who, by 
his good example, had encouraged those 
about him. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
friends took a fast look at the face of 
the departed one and the procession moved 
slowly toward the union depot.

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OUR TRADE GROWS 


MONTH BY MONTH 


August Showed an Increase of More Than 
One-Third Over 1896. 


SEEN IN THE LOADED CARS 


Atlanta Leads the Whole Procession 
and Is Still Gaining. 


FAR AHEAD OF ALL COMPETITORS 


As Much Freight\Is Received Here and 
Shipped from Here as Any Four 
Georgia Cities Can Show. 


In the business revival which has come 
to the United States in the past few months 
Georgia has had her part, and Atlanta 
has led the procession. : 

A % per cent increase is great, is it not? 
Well, Georgia and Florida have experienced 
that, and Atlanta has donea little better. 

There has been some talk about discrim- 
inations against Atlanta, and the statement 
has been made that competing points are 
taking our trade. 


The answer to this is that Atlanta is do- 
ing as much business as the four next 
largest cities in the state—Savarinah, Ma- 
con, Augusta and Columbus. This state- 
ment is borne out by the statistics of the 
Southeastern Car Service Association, 
Which keeps account of all the ears in 
Georgia and Florida unloaded by consignees 
at junction points. These cars contribute 
only about one-fourth of the loaded cars 
delivered or received at “common” points. 
The cars unioaded by the railroads into 
their own freight depots are not counted 
by the car service. 

There has not been a month since 
March, 1896, that Atlanta’s volume of busi- 
not larger than for the cor- 
responding month of the previous year. 
Since June of this year, Atlanta’s trade 
has been gaining more rapidly than before. 
July was a good month, but August went 
away ahead of it. September's statistics 
have not been finished. It was a good 
month, but on account of the quarantine 
restrictions it did not show as much im- 
provement over September, 1896, as August 
did over August, 1896. August was the 
star month of the year thus far. ‘There 
was a gain for Georgia and Florida of 36.26 
per cent over August, 1896. Atlanta’s gain 
for the same month was 36.32 per cent. 

Below are the number of loaded cars at 
twelve cities in the state as reported by the 
car service for August, 1897, and for the 
same month in the preceding year. With 
the single exception of Albany, there was 
a marked gain. Here are the statistics:

Cars which carry freight for export are 
not included in the Car Service Associa- 
tion’s figures. w he 1,317 cars credited to 
Savannah do- not redreserit that? port’s 
whole\ volume of business any more than 
5,848 cars represent Atlanta’s. This city 
certainly handles three or four times that 
number of cars in a month. Not a loaded 
car that passes through Atlanta for some 
other point is included in that count. The 
feaboard Air-Line is not a member of the 
association, and not one of its cars its 
counted. 

It will be seen that Atlanta does almost 
one-third of the business of the whole ter- 
ritory, which includes two states. Atlanta 
does two and a nalf times more business 
than Macon, four and a half times as much 
as Savannah and almost three and a half 
times as much as Augusta. 

To show that August was not an ex- 
ceptional month relatively for Atlanta, here 
are some figures for July:

In June of this year the total number of 
cars reported by the association for the 
whole territory was 16,871, against 12,994 
for June, 1896. 

In Atlanta and Macon the Southern rail- 
way handles the greatest number of car 
service cars, with the Western and Atlantic 
a close second here. The Plant leads the 
Southern at Brunswick, and the Central 
leads the Plant at Savannah. 

All over the territory there was a uni- 
form increase in business, with the. one 
exception mentioned. Atlanta has a long 
lead of her competitors and she is increas- 
ing it. Atlanta’s merchants and manufac- 
turers ship goods as far west as Texas, 
south to Tampa and north into Martland, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and even ta Michigan. 
Indeed, one Atlanta firm has a splendid 
trade in Mexico, and prior to thee Cuban 
war it had a strong footing on that island. 
Atlanta made plows, Atlanta cotton and 
paper goods, wooden wares and medicines 
have a trade which extends half around 
the world. It is only a question of time 
when they will girdle the globe.

Mayor Charles A. Collier, Alderman Frank 


cilman George P. Howard comprised the 
delegation. And they comprised a “big 
four’ in the convention. In the vernacular 
of the small boy, the delegation cut a good 
deal of ice, as evidenced by the action 
of the convention in electing Mayor Collier 
to the second highest office in the associa- 
tion—vice president—and by the prominent 
part taken in the work of the convention 
by the other members of the party. 

They were treated royally’in the capital 
city of the Buckeye State, and they speak 
highly of the convention and its work. 
Mayor Collier was a member of the com- 
mittee on organization, and he responded 
to the address of welcome of Governor 
Bushnell, as tola of in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution. He took a prominent part in the 
debate on the municipal ownership of elec- 
tric ight, waterworks and other public in- 
stitutions. In speaking of the convention 
and the trip of the party, Mayor Collier 


said: 
Mayor Collier Talks of the Meeting. 


“The convention was a huge success from 
every point of view, and it exceeded the 
expectations of those interested in calling 
the mayors and councilmen together. The 
association was organized on permanent 
lines, and will take its place among the 
best associations of the country. The pur- 
poses of the association have been an- 
nounced, and that it will be a great means 
of furthering the interests of municipalities 
by bringing out the best methods of gov- 
ernment for discussion, there is no doubt 
in my mind. Every question of interest 
to municipal governments was discussed, 
and the members exchanged ideas and ex- 
periences, and my, interesting scientific 
papers were read. he methods of street 
cleaning in New York and other large 
cities, the methods of operating electric 
plants, waterworks and other puwoblic insti- 
tutions were freely discussed and an in- 
sight into the workings of man big de- 
partments of government was ga ned. 

“One of the most important declarations 
of the convention was the stand taken in 
favor of municipal ownerskip of electric 
light plants and waterworks. The convel.- 
tion declared for this principlo unequivo- 
cally. An effort was mede to secure a con- 
trary decision, but it failed signally, as it 
should. This principle was twice enunci- 
ated by the co1.venticn, first in an open de- 
claretion on thé subject and then in the 
election of Editor Gilkenson, of ‘City Gov- 
ernment,’ the publication devoted to the dis- 
semination of information of interest to 
municipalities, who was instrumental in 
calling the convention and who is a firm 
believer in municipal ownership of many 
plants. He was chosen secretapy of the as- 
sociation and his views on the subject were 
strongly indorsed by the convention. 

“Our party was treated with considera- 
tion from the time of our arrival until our 
departure. The convention delegates were 
welcomed to Columbus ana handsomely en- 
tertained there. The trip was a pleasant 
one, and I believe every member of the 
Atlanta party returns with a greater know!l- 
edge of the questions and matters relating 
to city government discussed at the con- 
vention.”

‘You can state that the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association has not indorsed a 
single candidate for municipal office, nor 
has the association even discussed the 
present campaign,” said Mr. Will .Vernoy, 
president of the association, in answer to 
& question by a Constitution reporter yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘‘The association held a 
meeting Friday afternoon, it is true, but 
that does not mean that it was necessary 
for the association to take a hand in the 
campaign, some of our critics to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

“The retail saloon men of Atlanta have 
no grievances against the present system 
of regulating their business. They are 
satisfied with the condition of things, 
satisfied with the 10 o'clock closing law, 
satisfied with the Sunday closing law and, 
in. short, we are satisfied with the rules 
and regulations of the city as they pertain 
to our business. We have no axes to grind 
and why should we mixinthis fight with- 
Out cause? We have friends among the 
candidates in the field who have asked 
members of the association to support 
them and I have no doubt but that in- 
dividual saloonists have promised certain 
candidates to vote for them. What-l1 mean 
to say is that there is no organized effort 
on the part of the retail liquor dealers to 
elect any one man or set of men and up 
to this time there has not been the slight- 
est effort made to secure an official in- 
dorsement for any candidate or ticket at 
the hands of the assoctation. 

“It has come to pass that the retail liquor 
dealers cannot hold a regular meeting of 
their association, an association formed for 
the social and mutual benefit of the mem- 
bers, an association which we have the 


right to organize, without hearing ¢he old ° 


story: “The liquor men have put out a 
ticket! the liquor men will vote for Mr. So 
and So!’ Why, other: organizations hold 
secret meetings and transact their business 
without being accused of forming secret 
political deals, without the cry: ‘Watch 
out, the Such and Such Society has in- 
dorsed this and that candidate” We have 
not indorsed anybody, and when we do the 
public will be apprised of the fact. The 
saloon men will vote for whom they 
please without understanding with or in- 
fluence from the association.” 

Mr. Vernoy has just assumed the office 
of president of the retail liquor men’s as- 
sociation. He was elected at the meeting 
Friday and says the association is pros- 
pering and in good financial and numerical 
condition. 


Liberal Club May “Meet Again. 


The action of tHe Liberal Club in putting 
out a ticket at Friday night’s mass meet- 
ing and the disturbance among the club 
members in selecting the ticket, told of in 
vesterday’s Constitution. was discussed 
freely in political circles yesterday.

Colonel C. J. Haden. attorney for Delk, 
directed a letter to Judge Beck yesterday 
afterroon, asking that the judge hear the 
motion for a change of venue some Gay 
this week so that that point moy be de- 
cided before the trial for murder begins. 
{It can be confidently stated that Judge 
Beck will set a day in the early part of 
this week for the hearing and that he will 
grant the change of venue. 

Judge Henry will probably presides at 
the trial of Delk. Judge Beck is worn out 
and may get Judge Henrv to sit in his 
place, A trial fraught with a deyper hu- 
man interest than that of Delk was never 
held. The rugged characteristics of the de- 
fendant with his strange career of crime 
attract the interest of the public. 

Three times before Taylor Delk has been 
tried and convicted for the murder of 
Sheriff Guinn, of Pike county. Each time 
he has been sentenced to degth, but the 
attorneys of the thrice condemned man 
mave managed to save his neck until the 
present time. 

Tom Langford, the partner in crime and 
business with Delk, will play the leading 
part in the trial next week. Dumb as if 
he could not speak, Langford has preserv- 
ed an obstinate and stubborn silence since 
being captured two months ago. He was 
in the house with Tom Delk when Guinn 
was killed and he is the only living witness 
who can tell who killed the brave sheriff, 
unless it be that Taylor Delk is guilty. 
On Langford depends the life of Delk, [If 
Langford swears that Taylor Delk was in 
the house when the sbherift was killed, it 
will mean the death of Delk unless he can 
impeach Langford. This will be easily 
dcre, according to Mr, Haden. He szid

Decatur and Stone Mountain Still at War 
Over County Seat. 


SERIOUS CHARGES BROUGHT 


Stone Mountain Claims Decatur Folks 
Are Resorting to Fraud. 


PEOPLE OF DECATUR MAKE A FLAT DENIAL 


Say That None but Qualified Voters 
Have Signed the Petitions—Will 
Go Before Legislature. 


Stone Mountain has just commenced to 
push the fight for the county seat and the 
new courthouse that is to be where the 
site is located. The people of Decatur are 
going on with their part of the movement 
and what the result will be cannot be 
guessed with any degree of accuracy. 

The feeling on the part of the active 
workers on the two. sides is increasing 
and they are backed by the citizens jn the 
western and eastern parts of the county. 
The representatives of the county are di- 
vided on the question. 

ltepresentative Headerson favors Stone 
Mountain and Colonel Morrison. will press 
the side of Decatur. These will bea sup- 
ported by the attorneys for the two sides. 
Candler and Thomson represent Decatur 
and Glenn & Rountree, Stone Mountain, 
Colonel Milton A. Candler will appear be- 
fore the committee to which the bill is 
referred as also will Colonel W. C. Glenn. 
It is said by the two sides that it will 
be a very warm fight from the start to the 
finish. 

livery kind of argument is being prepared 
to present to the Jegislature and they will 
be overwhelmed with the array of reasons 
why each place should have the new court- 
house. The arguments which are p sped 
to have the most weight are the petitions 
being signed by those who favor Decatur. 

These are heavily banked on by the peo” 
ple of Decatur and they have been circu- 
lated in all parts of the county. They 
have at the present time 1,700 alleged bona _ 
fide signatures, which is more than a ma- 
jority of the qualified voters of the county. 
It requires a two-thirds vote of the county 
to r-ove the county seat and as only qual- 
ified voters are expected to sign these pe- 
titlong they now show that a majority of 
them are opposed to the removal. 

An Attack on the Petition. 

The supporters of Stone Mountain know 
the ecffect of this array of names which 
purports to show the sentiment of the 
county. They have accordingly set to worx 
to find some method by which they can ki) 
the petitions. They have carefully exam- 
ined the signers and find many things that 
they call crookedness and say that they 
are very much surprised to know what has 
been done. 

They charge that names have been se- 
cured to the petitions by forgery, by m!s- 
representation and by bfibery. They fuf- 
ther say that there are many signers who 
are not qualified voters of the county and 
some of them are citizens of Fulton county. 
They are preparing proof to substantiate 
this in the nature of affidavits and will 
present them to the legislature with the 
intention of killing the petitions. 

Mr. Burnside, a prominent citizen of 
Kirkwood and a supporter of Stone Moun- 
tain, pwas handed a petition said to be for 
that place. He signed it. He met a friend 
a few minutes later who told him that the 
petition was for Decatur. He found-+the 
young man and askcd to see the petition; 
it was shown him and he was surprised. 
He asked why it had happened so and the 
young man said he had made a mistake 
and given him the wrong petition. 

Mr. Burnside asked for the other peti- 
tion and the young man after looking 
through his pockets said he had left 
it somewhere else. It is said that the 
young man is getting 10 cents for each 
name he gets and he was using this meth- 
od to secure signatures. 


Affidavits Have Been Secured. 

Representative Henderson said that there 
had been obtained fifteen affidavits of per- 
sons alleging that their names had been 
forged to the petitions and that others were 
to the effect that thoy had been paid to 
sign them. In one instance he knew of one 
man who had signed five different petitions. 
He expects td have at least fifty affidavits 
to show to the members of the legislature 
that many unlawful signatures have been 
added to the petitions and by this means 
cast a suspicion on all the bona fide ones 
and cut the true number down very much. 

He cited an instance of one petition that 
had 124 signers; fitty-nine were disqualified 
voters and elght of them were Fulton coun- 
ty citizens. This bas been going on all over 
the county. Unsuspecting farmers, they 
say, have been misrepresented in this way 
and many of them are very indignant. ‘ney 
will be induced to go before the legislative 
committee and tell theirgrievances, 

Weeks Denies the Charge. 

Mr. P. 8. Weekes, who has been an ac- 
tive worker for the Decatur side and is the 
largest merchant in that place, has had a 
petition at his place of business for some 
time and has secured many hundreds of 
signatures. He was very angry when he 
heard that such charges had been made 
and expressed himself in the most emphatic 
language. He sajd: : 

‘If any one says that there have been 
any names secured to these petitions wrong- 
fully it is a positive lie. We know that 
there will be many such charges made, but 
every one of them is a deliberate falsehood 
and there is:no truth in them. Everything 
has been done in a perfectly proper way, 
and if we cannot show that the majority 
of the people of this county favor this place 
for their capital, and that it is better for 
the citizens of the county that it remain 
here, and that the taxpayers want it here, 
and the greatest amount of property is 
here. and it is nearer the center of the 
county, we don't want it.”

Such a 
thing has never crossed my mind, and al- 
though I believe that probably 100 men 
have approached me ane asked if I would 
run for the sheriff of the county I do not 
want the office and will not run for it. 

‘If I had been in Decatur at the 
time the election was held for the removal 
of the county seat I would have cast my 
véte in favor of Decatur. But since I have 
had the matter under advisement and care- 
fully considered it, I think that Stone 
Mourtain is entitled to it and is the best 


place for it.’

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Demands for Funds Continue, Though 
in Lessened Volumes. 


New York, October 2.—The Financier 
@iys: The statement of the associated 
banks of New York city for the week 
endiig October 24 is proof that ‘there 
is no occasion for the fears entertained 
earlier in the season of actual stringency 
in the money market. Despite the steady 
decline on the banks by reason of the 
interior demand for crop money, the re- 
serves are maintained at a decreased 
point. The liquidation in loans continued, 
tne loss for the week bringing the total 
to the amount of $7,320,200 under that re- 
ported three weeks ago. In the same time 
deposits have fallen off $17,865,300, while 
the reserve has decreased about $5,000,000. 
As money has been flowing to the inte- 
rior at the rate of four or five millions 
weekly during this time, it will be seen 
that the banks have stood the drain very 
easily. The demand for funds still con- 
tinues, though in lessened volume than 
in September for several weeks past. 
The decrease in the deposits for the past 
week of course lowered the reserve re- 
quirements appreciably.

DROUGHT CONTINUES WEST 


On Frees Selling Corn Has Suffered a 
Decline and Yellow Fever Has 
Depressed Provisions. 


Chicago, October 2.—The bears ran the 


wheat market today in spite of the help 
the bulls received from the drought. 
Paris was unaccountably very weak, and 
this encouraged the selling which resulted 
in a deciine of %@%c in December. Corn 
was firm and advanced %@'4¢. Vals 
were unchanged at the close and pro- 
visions 2% lower to 2%@éc higher. 

There was a moderate degree of 
girength in the wheat pit at the opening, 
December starting at 904%c as compared 
with yesterday's closing price of Wc, 
and advancing to S90%c at nee. The 
firmness was due in a great measure to 
the continuance of the drought in the 
west, which igs daily growing mofe 8eTi- 
ous with no immediate prospects of rain. 
The Liverpool cables showed pnexpected 
steadiness, considering the drop here yes- 
terday, and were also a factor. But the 
littla buige with which traders com- 
menced was soon obliterated under 4 
flood of selling which was participated in 
by many of the biggest operators on the 
floor. The fact that some of the outside 
markets were at the time relatively much 
weaker than Chicago helped along the 
decline, which carried the price of De- 
cember down to 89%c, almost without a 
s.op. The statistics of the day were by 
no means bearish, but traders were de- 
termined to sell nevertheless and sell they 
did. The Liverpeol market was quoted 
irregularly %d lower for December and 
%d higher for May. Chicago received 263 
cars. Minneapolig and Duluth = reported 
1,183 against 1,266 a week ago and 1,174 
the similar day of the year beforé. Chi- 
cago receipts for the week were 1,295, 
bushels and the shipments 703,212 bushels. 
The week’s shipments from both coasts 
were 6,924,000 bushels against 5, 808, 000 
bushels the week previous and 4,215,000 
bushels a year ago.

The surpris- 
ing break at Paris fairly took the breath 
away from the bulls, and knocked the 
props from under the market in a hurry.

With the exception of a short time in 
the morning corn ;was frresponsive to 
the weakness of wheat. The market av- 
eraged firm and closed at %4@%c advance. 
There was no break in the drought and 
this fact caused a quite general covering 
by shorts. Local receipts were 686 cars. 
Clearances for the week were 2,584,500 
bushels. December ranged from 29%@29% 
to 29¢, closing at 29%c bid. 

Oats were full, both in the eash and 
speculative markets, following the fluctua- 
tions of corn, but within a narrow range. 
Receipts amounted to 6574 cars. Charters 
were for 90,000 bushels.

Rumor has it that some of the 
bull leaders are now on the bear side, but 
there does not seem any disposition among 
the trade to sell very heavily on the breaks, 
although there is undoubtedly considerable 
short selling on the rallies. e weakness 
today was caused by the severe depression 
in spring wheat, No. 2 being 5e per bushel 
below No. 2 hard wheat, with hardly any 
demand for the lower grades. Also the 
French cable reporting a decline of nearly 
5c per bushel in the deferred futures, and 
the statement thgt they had contracted 
enough wheat for requirements. The close 
was heavy at about the low point. 

Corn has been sold freely by local traders, 
and in consequence has suffered a decline. 
There has been some liquidation by outside 
holders. The drought west, necessitating 
earlier feeding of grain to stock than usual, 
has caused some buying; especially among 
shorts. Reecipts have been moderate. Ex- 
ports show a falling off, which, however, 
is somewhat offset by the fact that Ar- 
gentine has shipped nothing in three weeks 
against 5,000,000 bushels last year.

Atlanta, October 2.—The month of Oc- 
tober has opened up with bright prospects 
for the growers and handlers of all kinds 
of fruit and produce, and up to the present 
the statistics show that Atlanta has made 
more progress in this direction than ever 
before. California fruit is playing quite a 
prominent part, this being the principal 
and only fruit handled on this market. All 
arrivals of this luscious fruit up to the 
present has met with ready sales at a 
price justifying the handlers a margin. 

The first car of New York state grapes 
were received on our market last Wednes- 
day and were sold immediately upon ar- 
rival, the stock being fine and up to date 
in every particular. 

Lemons are on a standstill in price, there 
being littl or no change in the market 
whatever. 

Receipts of oranges have been rather 
scattering,:all arrivals coming from New 
Orleans, being imported stock from Hon- 
duras. The orange outlook is bright for 
the season, as Florida will market at least 
100,000 boxes more this year than any 
other season since the freeze. 

Bananas are scarce and much higher, 
caused by the yellow fever quarantine 
against points of importation. 

Keifer pears have been arriving in rather 
bad condition, and a great many shipments 
have been sacrificed on account of decay 
while in transit. 

The season is over for the handling of 
melons, and there is not a car on this 
market, nor will there be any more this 
season. 

Nuts of all kinds have made an advance 
over last year’s prices of the amount of 
duty charged on all importations. 

Butter is {in demand with light receipts 
and stiff prices. 

Live ltry has been very scarce, and 
the recéipts not heavy enough to meet 
with the demands, which, of course, makes 
an advance in price. 

Eggs are very plentiful, especially on 
the Atlanta market, and all indications 
point to a decline unless there should be a 
material shortage in the receipts. 

All receipts of irish potatoes on this mar- 
ket come from Minnesota, and Se stock 
does not compare favorably ith last 
year’s receipts, being much inferior in size 
and quality.

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COLUMBUS’ KICK 
TS GROUNDLESS 


Hydrographer Hall Discusses the Chatta- 
hoochee Water Power. 


ATLANTA IS NOT WASTING IT 


He Says the Water Pumped Out Here 
Runs Back to the River. 


COLUMBUS ENTERPRISES NOT HAMPERED 


Mr. Hall Prepares a Scientifio and 
‘Official Statement of the Facts 
in an Interesting Manner. 


The manufacturing estabiishments of Co- 
lumbus are not being hampered by any 
shortage of water caused by the unusual 
large amount being pumped out of the 
Chattuhoochee river at this time by the 
Atlanta waterworks department, says Mr. 
B. M. Hall, United States geological sur- 
vey hydographer for Georgia, Alabama, 
Ylorida and Tennessee. Mr. Hall says the 
amount of water being taken from the 
river by Atlanta is insignificant and that It 
very slightly affects the water power at 
Columbus. 

At the invitation of The Constitution Mr. 
Hall has prepared an interesting state- 
ment of the question of water supply and 
usage by Atlanta and Columbus, and he 
takes the position that Columbus isa not 
suffering from any misuse of: river water 
by this city. He makes a calculation 
showing the number of cubic feet of water 
pumped into the city of Atlanta and ex- 
plains the effect on the water powers of 
Columbus. He tells of the flow of water 
in the river and compares it with other 
southern streams. He shows the number 
of cubic feet flowing by Atlanta and West 
Point and refers to the shortage in rainfall 
in the last few years, especially since Jan- 
uary, 18%. He says Columbus !s making 
a mistake in heralding the statement that 
it is being damaged by a pair of pumps in 
the Chattahoochee river near Atlanta, 150 
miles up the river. 

Mr. Hall’s Official Statement. 

Mr. Hall’s review of the situation makes 
interesting reading and it may be regarded 
as an official government statement of the 
facts of the case at issue. He says: 

“Editor Constitution—Concerning the 
shortage in water power at Columbus, said 
to be due to the use of too much Chatta- 
hoochee water by the city of Atlanta: 

“I think your editoriai in this morning’s 
Constitution covers the ground very nicely. 
Columbus has more water power than any 
other eclty in the state, the greater part 
of which is undeveloped and stamds as a 
great opportunity for profitable investment 
of capital. Now what Kind of an impres- 
sion will the outside world get of this wa- 
ter power when her citizens claim that it 
is being badly damaged by a pair of pumps 
at Atlanta, 1560 miles up the river? Of 
course the outside world will not know that 
are pumping up about one-sixtieth of 
the water that is in the Chattahoochee 
river opposite Atlanta and returning nearly 
the whole of this amount to the river after 
we have used it. 

“As U_S. G. 8. hydrographer for Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida and ‘Tennessee, I have 
maintained two regular stations on the 
Chattahoochee river for nearly two years, 
one at West Point and one at the Georgia 
Pacific bridge about two miles below the 
pumping station of the Atlanta waterworks. 
I have datly gauge heights at both points 
from October, 1885, to the present and have 
made accurate discharge measurements at 
all stages with electric current meters fur- 
nished to me by the government of the 
latest and best patterns. In making these 
measurements FEF have used the methods 
that are adopted by the survey all oyer the 
United States. The lowest measurements 
so far give a discharge of 985 cubic feet per 


, second at West Point and 744 cubic feet per 


second at the Georgia Pacific railroad sta- 
tion. These measurements were made when 
the stream was very near to its minimum 
gauge height, so that we can safely esti- 
mate the minimum at about %0 and 700 re- 
spectively for the two points. 

“Tl and my assistants have made similar 
measurements on many other rivers of this 
and the adjoining states, which show that 
the Chattahoochee has as great a minimum 
discharge per square mile of drainage area 
as any of them and much greater than 
most of them. I have not yet arrived at a 
minimum discharge for Columbus, but I do 
not think that 13,000,000 gallons per day. 
which is only twenty cubic feet per second, 
will be a very large per cent of the water 
that is now running in the river at that 
place. As a matter of fact I do not think 
we are pumping 13,000,000 gallons per day; 
but if we are doing so, fully 9,000,000 of this 
amount is flowing directly back into the 
river through our sewers, leaving only 
4,000,000 gailons per day as the amount that 
is lost by evaporation and by drainage into 
the Ocmulgre watershed. Four million 
gallons per day is a little over six cubic 
feet per second, which is insignificant in 
comparison to a river that is now flowing 
past Atlanta with a volume of about 700 
cubic feet per second; past West Point with 
099 cubic feet per second, and presumably 
past Columbus with @ much larger volume. 

‘Now and for the past two years the 
streams of this region have beem lower 
than for many years previous, and this is 
the drvyest season of the year. There has 
been a steadily increasing deficiency of 
rainfall for nearly seven years. The aver- 
age annual rainfall at Atlamta for the 
past twenty-six years, including 1896, is 
51 inches. In 1896 it was only 34.12 inches 
and the average for 1893, 1894, 1895 and 
1896 was only 39.35 inches. The greater part 
of the rain im these years hag fallen in the 
summer months, when the part that did 
not flow off immediately in freshets was 
immediately taken up by vegetation or 
evaporation. The supply of ground water 
is short. This is a cycle of low rainfall that 
will probably not recur in a century. 

“Columbus is a good town, with more na- 
tural advamtages as a manufacturing cen- 
ter than any place that I know of. Four 
cubic feet or twenty cubic feet of water 
per minute more or less in the river makes 
a very small percentage of difference in 
her great water powers. She had better 
quit watching the river and look a little 
closer after her hydrants. More drinking 
water and better fire protection is what she 
needs. B. M. HALL.”’

Railroad Brotherhoods Will Affiliate Ia 


Peoria Next Week. 
CONVENTION FOR TUESDAY 


Committees from the Several Orders 
Will Form a National Federation. 


B’GGEST ORBER OF RAILROAD MEN IN WORLD 


The Five Orders, Conductors, Firemen, 
Trainmen, Telegraphers and En- 
gineers, To Be Represented. 


There will assemble in Peorta, Ill., Tues- 
day, October 12th, one of the most signifi- 
cant and important conventions of railroad 
labor order mew ever held in this country. 
The purpose of this meeting is to formulate 
and put into effect a plan of national feder- 
ation among the five standard railroad 
labor brotherhoods, and the action to be 
taken will amount to an effective amalga- 
mation of the following orders of ratlroad 
men: 

The Order of Railway Conductors. 

The Brotherhood of Ratlroad Trainmen. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers. 

The Order of Railroad Telegraphers. 

The several orders have appointed com- 
mittees of three prominent members from 
each order to participate in the formation 
of the plan of federation, and these com- 
mittees have been called to meet on the 
date mentioned. The Constitution is the 
first newspaper in the country to announce 
the names of the committeemen entrusted 
with the important work of forming 4 
national federation of the railroad brother- 
hoods, and this is the first general an- 
nouncement of the call or the meeting and 
its purposes. 

Members of the Convention. 

With the exception of the committee to 
be appointed by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, which has not yet been 
announced by Mr. P. M. -Arthur, grand 
chief engineer of that order, the several 


committees are as follows: 

Order of Railway Conductors—E. E. 
Clark, grand chief; C. H. Wilkins, assist- 
ant grand chief, and A. B. Garretson, grand 
senior conductor. 

Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen—P. H. 
Morrissey, grand master: John Harvey, of 
lodge 137, Salamanca, N. Y., and Frank 
Fenn, of lodge 32, Pueblo, Colo. 

Order of Railroad Telegraphers—W. V. 
Powell, grand chief; Charles Dantel, chatr- 
man executive committee, Atlanta, Ga., 
and H. B. Perham, grand secretary and 
treasurer. 

Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen—F. 
P. Sargent, grand master; T. V. Venner, of 
lodge No. 3, Jersey City, N. J.; James 
Burke, of lodge No. 38, Stratford, Ontario, 
and@ Asa Dillon, of lodge No. 181, Atchison, 
Kan. 

As will be observed, Atlanta will have a 
representative in this very important con- 
vention in the person of Mr. Charles Dan- 
fel, of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, 
chairman of the grand executive board of 
that organization. 

At the last national conventions of the 
four brotherhoods—the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen, Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainn#n,. Order of Railway Conductors 
and Order of Railroad Telegraphers—reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted declaring 
in favor of the amalgamation of the rail- 
road brotherhoods and authorizing the ap- 
pointment of committees by the respective 
grand chief to meet in convention and draw 
up and sign binding agreements between 
the orders, affiliating each and every one of 
them in such a manner that they will act 
in unison in all matters affecting the inter- 
est of the orders and the railroad men of 


the country. 
Means an Alliance of 200,000 Men. 

The significance of this meeting may be 
appreciated when it is stated that the form- 
ing of the federation as mapped out will at 
once create the biggest and most powerful 
railroad labor organization ever formed in 
the world. It will bring into close union 
more than 200,000 railroad men in the United 
States. Canada and ‘Mexico, and the 
strength of the affiliated orders will be im- 
mense, nunierically and financially. The 
accomplishment of the purpose of the com- 
ing meeting will mean much to the railroad 
men of the country. As stated, every one 
of the four organizations in national con- 
vention, have approved the movement, and 
the one other order, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, will undoubtedly 
epprove it at its next convention. That 
order has not held a national convention 
since the movement was given impetus 
by the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men in national convention at Galveston, 
Tex., in September of last year. But Grand 
Chief Engineer Arthur has expressed sym- 
pathy with the movement, and it is certain 
that he will participate in the meeting 
of next week. 

As stated, the movement for national 
federation was started by the firemen and 
the convention of next week was called by 
Mr. Frank P. Sargent, of Peoria, grand 
master of the firemen’s organization. In 
his call for the meeting addressed to the 
several grand chiefs, Mr. Sargent says: 
Mr. Sargent’s Call for the Meeting. 

‘It ig the desire of the membership of 
the Brotherhcod of Locomotive Firemen 
to bring about a closer and a more com- 
pact affiliation with the different 
railroad labor organizations, and it was the 
sense of our grand body at its fifth biennial

an individual and as a citizen. 

Secarcely a day passes that one fs not 
brought face to face with the necessity of 
the reformatory, and there are many who 
think that even in the case of the estab- 
lishment of a state institution, Atlanta 
needs a local institution of the kind. Those 
examples of the juvenile criminal that have 
been brought before the public are repre- 
sentatives of a large class. Though the 
reformation of one representative is com- 
mendable, when it is considered that in the 
ease of Atlanta’s little “‘Biscuit,”’ quite a 
thousand dollars will be expended in the 
present course of training being given him, 
the forceful argument of ‘organized char- 
ity” presents itself. The one thousand dol- 
lars that will be paid by his benefactor, 
together with previous contributions to his 
relief, would be a good sum upon which to 
commence the establishment of an institu- 
tion where not only “Biscuit,’”’ but many 
of his vicious little companions might 
share his present good luck. 

Whether he is a degenerate or the victim 
merely of corrupt environments, he is a 
dirty little scamp, whose very boldness 
brought him into a sort of heroic attitude, 
and won for him the sympathy of generous 
citizens. And he represents, as stated be- 
fore, fiot a few, but a large class of in- 
fantile individuals, each one of whom, when 
of age, will have an equal right at the 
polls with his law-abiding fellow citizen.

Appreciation of the necessity of a reform- 
atory, however is one that possesses all 
thinking people, and the question seems to 
be, ‘“‘How soon can it be built by the state, 
and where will it be?’ 

Among the women enthusiastic in their 
efforts for the immediate building 
of the § reformatory is Mrs. Wil- 
Mam A. Hemphill. When asked 
about the proposed bill to build the 
reformatory in proximity, though entire- 
ly separate from the convict home, she 
said: “I am very much opposed to the 
reformatory being built on any site where 
the convicts will be placed though they 
may be entirely separated. To place the 
juvenile criminals in what would seem 
the same atmosphere with the hardened 
convicted criminals would inevitably cre- 
ate a feeling of shame and ignominy in fhe 
child that would dwarf his pyospect ‘ana 
overshadow his ambition. Coming out 
from the reformatory and entering upon 
his life’s career he would shudder in reali- 
zation of the fact that there had been a 
fime when he lived, as it were, in the at- 
mosphere of the convicted criminal, ana 
this impression might influence and in- 
timidate his higher aspirations. 

“TIT am anxious to see tthe reformatory 
built at once, but I sincerely hope dis- 
crimination will be observed in its where- 
abouts.’’ In further reference to this need 
of the reformation of children, Mrs. Hemp- 
hill expressed herself as thinking that the 
first step toward it was the development ot 
good mothers. ‘I believe,’ she said, ‘‘the 
greatest philanthropy should be extended 
to the young girls of the state. They are 
to be the home-makers, the mothers, and 
it is to them we should look for the care of 
the youth. I believe it is to the greatesi 
interest of the state to afford such edu- 
cat‘onal and industrial advantages to its 
young women as will develop them in 
every way. Not only will their influence 
b4 iclt in the matter of heredity, but they 
will have as am accompaniment to that 
mother love that appreciation of what is 
pecessars in the early training of their 
childré ts. 

Mre E. G. M*Cabe. who is among the 
Atlanta wemen why» systematically stvdy 
philanthropy, has been deeply interested 
in the question of the re‘ornrator,. and | 
is eathusiastic over the provosed bill pro- 
viling for the erection of svch an institu- 
tion. When asked for her opinion as to 
iis befmg built on the site of the peniten- 
tiary farm, she said.

She stated that her 
greatest’ ambition was to be .a leader 
among the girls @s Jakie was among 
the boys, indicating that in the Junior Re- 
public, made up of rather an iniquitous 
element, there was nevertheless the spir't 
of progress among the feminine mem- 
bers. 

Mrs. Kelly, another member of the din- 
ner party, has been anh inmate and an 
enthusiast of the principles of Hull 
House since ts organization. She was 
appointed as chief of the committee of 
imspection of the factory districts and 
has under her fourteen inspectors, most 
of whom are men. In the fulfillment of 
her duties in seeing carried out the labor 
and educational laws among tthe factory 
people she has been enabled to make a 
study of philanthropy scientifically and 
practically, and is an enthusiastic student 
of socioloev, 

As her investigation and work frequent- 
ly led to suits for and against the state, 
she studied law, passed a. successful ex- 
amination, and, being admitted to the bar, 
now tries all cases connected with her 
work.

The Servant Question; 
A Need of the Hour. 


The announcement Jthat ‘the negroesa 
themselves were arising to the apprecia- 
tion of what would mean their practical 
development would be one of the most 
encouraging signs of the times, and one 
in which they would have the hearty co- 
operation of their white friends. 

The negroes of South Carolina. have 
established a fraining school for nurses. 
It will be in operation after October Ist 
and will be jin charge of capable members 
of the colored race. Applicants for ad- 
mission the institution must have 
certificates not alone*of good health, but 
of good morals, and rigid examinations 
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Should be observed in regard to their 
neighbors’ “attendants.” 

It would seem that the movement to 
establish a training school in Atianta for 
the promotion of good servants would be 
an excellent and compensating one on 
the part of either the white or colored 
people. 

There is no reason why, ff the matter 
were properly put before them, that those 
who are interested in the welfare of the 
negro through philanthropic motives and 
who expend generous sums in institutions 
for their education should not take in 
hand this matter of their {ndustrial train- 
ing. Arguments as to their right of in- 
dustrial education seem stronger than 
those favoring their higher education. If 


it is necessary to establish training schools. 


for young white men and women servants 
who have so many fields of labor open to 
them. it seems the oppressed race, as some 
philanthropists are pleased to call them, 
Should have their training school, too. 
They should have the opportunity to de- 
velop those qualities of household serving 
for which they seem naturally adapted, 
and above all, to receive instruction in 
that all important talent of the household-- 
cooking, or prettily termed—the ‘culinary 
art.’ There is so much discussion these 
days of practical education in every re- 
spect it does seem the wave of practica- 
bility should extend to an interest in the 
colored contingent of our population and 
that they be given the means and training 
to become good servants and not left sub- 
ject to inevitable extermination from the 
positions they should rightly occupy by 
the importation of servants from another 
country. 

The effort made by the colored people in 
South Carolina to establish their own 
training school for nurses indicates an 
awakening to their own needs, and should 
encourage the belief that they would glad- 
ly «attend any institutions that would 
capacitate them to earn their own. livell- 
hood by means of pragtica] pursuits. 

But bringing the matter nearer home, 
Atlanta needs good cooks. Half the homes 
in town are in continual confusion over the 
loss of a good cook, or the means of re- 
taining the one they may have, and the 
same applies to butlers and house servants 
of all kinds, to say nothing of the demand 
for stylish coachmen. Either good ser- 
vants musi be made of home talent, and 
some means established of properly train- 
ing them, or servants will have to be im- 
ported from the foreign market.

Co-Education Again. 


Mrs. Robert Emory Parks, chairman of 
the educational committee of the Georgia 
Federation, is writing some vigorous arti- 
cles in advocacy of education. 

The fact that any movement they under- 
take invites controversy, is one of great 
encouragement to tha women of the state, 
who are working in the interest of greater 
educational advantages They are not 
only capacitated to discuss the matter of 
coeducation in the university from any 
standpoint, but ate ready and eager to 
reply to any arguments that may be 
brought to bear against their movement. 
In her position as chairman of the educa- 
tional committee of the federation, Mrs. 
Robert Emory Park is assured the co-oper- 
ation of over a thousand representative 
Georgia women, who have as one of their 
objects of organization the broadening of 
the educational advantages of their state, 
for both men and women. In the series of 
letters on coeducation, published in, last 
4Sunday’s Constitution, there were expres- 
s‘ons from women who presented the mat- 
ter in its various phases, and who will join 
with the women of the federation in the‘r 
fight for education in Gecrgia’s university. 

In an able letter published in The Macon 
.Telegraph of Friday, September 10th, Mrs. 
Robert Emory Park says: : 

‘"‘Mhe Georgia Federation 6f Woman's 
clubs do not propose begging for any ap- 
propriation whatever in their bill asking 
to be admitted to the rights and privileges 
of the State university. That the comscript 
fathers may, in their gracious beneficence 
and generous chivalry, decree us a house 
to live in, when in the golden age of pros- 
perity about to dawn, that state treasurer 
will have so many dollars ‘she don't know 
what te do,’ is ‘a consummation devoutly to 
be wished.’

In 1888 the defendants in this case bought 
at a city tax sale a house and lot in the 
eastern part of the city and sold the prop- 
erty to the plaintiffs, J. H. and L. V. Rog- 
ers. The property did not belong to the 
men for whose taxes it was sold, 
claimed, and it is said it was levied upon 
under an execution from the courts against 
the man who was the owner. These con- 
tentions came out in the testimony and the 
argument of the case. 

Shortly after these conditions arose, Cap- 


‘tain J. Cc. Hendrix bought the property at 


the sheriff’s sale and the sheriff turned 
out the tenants of Messrs. Rogers and put 
Captain Hendrix in possession. -The plaint- 
iffs then brought an action for the breach 
of warranty contained in the first deed, 
making the case, with its various 
allegations, exceedingly interesting and in- 


| tricate. The answer of the defendants was 


that while the party for whose debts it was 
sold by the sheriff held the legal title, he 
was only the trustee for the party for 
whose taxes it was sold, he having furnish- 
ed the money to the party to pay for the 
property. 

The case has been a hard fotght legal 
battle in the city court and has attracted 
more than ordinary attention and interest. 
It has been tried four times. The first time 
the trial was before Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, in which a non-suit was the result. 
The next time the case found its way into 
court it was filed in the city court and was 
non-euited by Judge T. P. Westmoreland. 
The counsel for the plaintiffs then made a 
motion for a new trial, which was granted 
by Judge Westmoreland. It was then tried 
again before Judge Westmoreland in the 
city court and a verdict was rendered in fa- 
vor of the plaintiffs in the sum of the con- 
sideration mentioned in the deed and in- 
terest from the date of the deed. It came 
up for triaf again in the first division of the 
city court and every point and position was 
hotly contested for Thursday and Friday of 
last week. Friday Judge Reid held a morn- 
ing session of his court and the evidence 
and argument. were continued until Iate in 
the night. At 8 o'clock the jury returned a 
verdict, which was opened yesterday morn- 
ing, finding for the plaintiffs in the sum of 
the consideration mentioned in the deed and 
cost of the suit.

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ROBBED TRUSTING COUNTRYMAN 
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A Negro Who Helped His Employer 
and Helped Himself to Proceeds. 

J. W. Turner, a countryman, was vic- 
timized by a sharp negro yesterday morn- 
ing, but he got complete satisfaction before 
the day was over. 

Turner came into the city with a lot of 
garden truck for sale, and having a bone- 
felon on his right hand, he hired Will 
Wright, a negro youth, to help him dispose 
of his provender. 

Wright went into the houses and sold the 
vegetables while Turner sat upon his wagon 
and received the money, or, at least, he 
intended to receive the money, but the 
negro, after he Kad sold about 35 cents 
worth of tomatoes and corn, carried off 
four cabbages and never returned, taking 
what money he had collected with him. 

Later in the day Turner saw the negro 
and pointed him out to a_ policeman. 
Wright, when tried in the police court, ad- 
mitted that he had worked for Turner, but 
said he couldn’t find the countryman after 
leaving him the last time. 

Wright told the recorder he had the 
countryman’s money and was willing to 
give it to him. 

“Well, give it to him,” replied the re- 


corder. 

Wright dived down into his pocket and 
handed Turner 35 cents. 

As soon as the payment was made Judge 
Andy, much to the surprise of the negro, 
quietly remarked: 

“Now, I will fine you $30 and costs, for 
you are just the kind of fellows I like to 
get hold of.’’ 


REMINISCENCE OF MR. STEPHENS 


Dr. W. J. Scott Tells of His First Ac- 
quaintance of the Commoner. 

Dr. W. J. Scott, of this city, has recently 
published in pamphlet form his charming 
autobiography entitled “Seventy-one Years 
in Georgia.’" From beginning to end the 
pamphlet contains a_ rich succession of 
reminiscences bearing upon social, religious 
and political deveiopments in this state and 
is written in the best style of the gifted 
and polished author. After speaking at 
some length of the Mexican war and the 
political events associated with it, Dr. Scott 
goes on to speak of a meeting which he 
had about that time with Mr. Stephens. 
Says Dr. Scott: 

“But turning away from these grim hap- 
penings we prefer to speak somewhat of 
Mr. Stephens, whose acquaintance we first 
made about this time. Tre great statesman 
was on a visit to his halt brother, John 
L. Stephens, who resided in Hamilton. If 
I remember, he had a two-fold purpose; 
one was to close a trade with my father 
for a family of negroes which he controlled 
as the gardian of his younger half brother, 
the late Judge Linton Stephens, and the 
other to place his ward in tiie Hamilton 
academy. The chief reason for the trans- 
fer of the negroes was the fact that my 
father was’ the owner of the husband of 
the mother of the family. Mr. Stephens 
spent two or three weeks with his brother, 
principally for recreation. While there he 
devoted much of his leisure to chess, of 
which royal game he was remarkably fond 
all through life. In the meanwhile he at- 
tended the semi-annual examination at the 
academy. At the solicitation of my father 
he delivered the address to the students, 
which was regarded as a gem of oratory. 
It was by no means so élaborate as his 
university oration on the authorship of the 
‘Junius Letters,’ but it delighted his large 
and intelligent village audience, His de- 
scription of the surrender of Cornwailis 
was a piece of humor that would have done 
no discredit to Judge Longstreet. 

“In this connection I trust I shall be par- 
doned for quoting some vther memorabDi:lia 
from my intercourse with this old friend 
of my father and myseif. Near the close 
of the War, less than a month before the 
conference at Hampton Roads, I had a pri- 
vate interview of not less tnan three hours 
with him in Augusta. It was confidential 
and he was quite communicative. In this 
interview he first convinced me that the 
conscript act was a grievous blunder of the

the last few years. Mr. Russell, in dealing 
With the subject, recalled Prince Bismarek's 
verdict of Lord Salisbury’s being a 
“lath planted to look like iron,’’ and Lord 
Randolph Churchill's later estimate of the 
premier as being the “‘‘greatest funk in 
surope.’’ Mr. Russell added his own 
opinion of Lord Salisbury, namely, ‘frailty, 
thy name is Cecil.” 

The recent bye-election in east Denbig- 
shire, resulting in a greatly increased lib- 
eral majority. seems to be a warning that 
the people are weary of the blundering 
which has marked Lord Salisbury’s policy. 

Mr. Russell recalled recent instances in 
which he said the premier always started 
with a fine display of vigor which ‘oozes

‘ away so soon as his opponent shows fight.’’ 


Continuing, Mr. Russell said Lord Salis- 
bury backed down before Secretary Olney 
and is now backing down before Secretary 
Sherman and that during the course of the 
peace negotiations between Greece and 
Turkey, the czar and Emperor William 
handled Lord Salisbury so effectually that 
he was mad» to eat his own pronouncia- 
mentos. 
Trouble Brewing in West Africa. 

Unless the signs are misleading, trouble 
is brewing in west Africa between the 
British and the French, who since 1889 have 
trebled their protectorate in western Sou- 
dan and the great bulk of the accession to 
French territory has. been carved out of 
country generally regarded as being within 
the British sphere of influence. There are 
mysterious stories afloat of disturbances at 
Lagos on the west coast of Africa, and the 
movements of the British troops to that 
part of the wor!d from adjoining colonies, 
coupled with the news that the French 
colonial minister is going to Senegal coast 
and other signs lead to the belief that the 
situation is dangerous and that the conflict 
of interests is becoming acute. A high 
colonial officia! said to a representative of 
the Associated Press: 

“The native element amounts to nothing, 
but the fact is the French are hemming us 
in around Lagos and pushing us into the 
se2, and unless we are rehabilitated by a 
commission to delimitate the Anglo-French 
frontier more successfully than formerly, 
there is bound to be trouble.”

While the chancellor of the exchequer

DISCUSS ARMORY 


Meeting Last Night. 


BUILDING IS NOW ASSURED 


The Whole Regiment Is Heartily in 
Favor of the Plan. 


COLONEL CANBLER MAKES A STRONG TALK 


Appeals for a More Patriotic Spirit for 
the Fifth—Committees Will Con- 
fer Friday Night. 


— 


About 100 members of the Fifth regiment 
met at the Gate City Guard armory last 
night to discuss the proposed armory-au- 
ditorium. Every company in the city was 
represented, and from the enthusiasm dis- 
played all are heartily in favor of the new 
project. 

Lieutenant Colonel Park.Woodward call- 
ed the meeting to order at 8:30 o’clock. 
Colonel Candler, the original promoter of 
the plan, spoke at length on the feasibility 
and great needs of a new armory. He im- 
pressed on his hearers that the occasion 
was one of tlw most important in the hils- 
tory of the regiment, and that the future 
prosperity of the organization depended 
largely on the materialization of the plan. 

“What we want.” said he, “is unity. We 
can never reach a rreat end until we are 
united. At present every company is for 
itself. and we lack that regimental spirit. 
The Fifth ought to.be to Atlanta like the 
famous Seventh to New York or the 
First is to Chicago. We want to be under 
one roof, and our proximity to one another 
is bound to be conducive.to a better and 
more loyal service to the state. 

‘We first want a lot. The most desirable 
location is the property just opposite the 
owned by St. Philip’s}church. We 
can purehase it for $20,000, $5,000 cash, the 
balance in ten years with 6 per cent in- 
terest. Now we must raise that $5,000. The 
city will help us, I am sure, possibly to the 
amount of $5,000 per annum, Several prom- 
inent citizens have proffered their aid to 
me, but every company in this regiment 
must do its part. All of you are equally 
coneerned, and if we want an armory we 
must work for ft.” 

Colonel Candler also advocated «he organ- 
ization of a stock company with a capita 
of $65,000, every share being valued at 
$100. He showed the plans of the new 
building to the men, and all seemed pleased 
therewith. 

On motion of Major Willcoxon every com- 
pany was instructed to appoint a commit- 
tee of five members to compose an execu- 
tive committee for the purpose of further 
consideration of the plan. Colonel Cand- 
ler has called a meeting of.this committee 
next Friday night at his residence. 

The captains of the various companies 
made short speeches, heartily indorsing 
the movement. There was not a single ob- 
jection raised to the plan last night. The 
prospects for an armory look brighter 
than ever before.
